Military comes back to City College 



Financial aid restored; recruitment ban lifted

F orced to choose between upholding 
the ban on military recruiting because 
of the armed services’ discrimination 
against gays and losing $1.7 million in fed¬ 
eral financial aid for students, the City Col¬ 
lege District Board of Trustees voted 7-0 to 
rescind the ban at a special meeting Monday, 
August 18; Chancellor Del Anderson told 
the B.A.R. that the military could come onto 
campuses “anytime.” The community col¬ 
lege district had been ruled out of compli¬ 
ance with federal law requiring military re¬ 
cruitment on campus. 

“I’ve talked with the Department of De¬ 
fense and said it might be a good idea for 
them [recruiters] to meet with my senior 
staff to help them be prepared. There will be 
protests,” Anderson said. 

The loss of $1.7 million in financial aid 
would have affected 2,453 of the college’s 
poorest students, Anderson said. 

“Reluctantly, I must recommend the dis¬ 
trict lift the ban,” she said. “I have received 


official notification that the funds are al¬ 
ready withheld.” 

That money will be restored as a result of 
the board’s action, Anderson added. 

Following nearly two hours of emotion¬ 
al debate and comments from board mem¬ 
bers, faculty, students, and community lead¬ 
ers, the trustees stated they had no other 
choice. 

“This is tremendously painful for me,” 
openly gay Trustee Lawrence Wong said. 
“The board is being blackmailed.” 

Andrea Shorter, the board’s only African- 
American trustee who is openly lesbian, 
echoed Wong’s sentiments. Shorter, who was 
appointed by Mayor Willie Brown in May 
1996, said it’s the “most difficult decision” 
she’s had to make since joining the board. 

‘Rolling over’ 

In 1992, the trustees voted to ban mili¬ 
tary recruitment on its campuses. The dis¬ 
trict’s policy, spearheaded by former trustee 
Tim Wolfred, was in response to the U.S. 
military’s policy of discrimination against

M ostage-taking, clandestine 
meetings, arm-twisting, 
threats and counter-threats 
with lives and survival hanging in the 
balance. Elements of a Grade B 
thriller? No, it's just Governor Fete 
Wilson’s budget process. 

Wilson signed the budget Monday, 
August 18, 49 days after the start of 
the fiscal year, making it the second 
longest budget delay in the history of 
California. In the process, Wilson ve¬ 
toed $314 million of the $69 billion 
budget, holding hostage funds that 
legislators had committed to special 
projects in their districts. He promis¬ 
es to restore two-thirds of the $314 
million if and when the legislature 
agrees to pass a statewide student test¬ 
ing program that meets his demands. 

However, $1.6 million in AIDS 
testing and counseling funds are 
among $111 million in “hard cuts” 
that will not be restored. While AIDS 
workers were happy about new dol¬ 
lars and centralization of the state 
AIDS Drug Assistance Program 
(ADAP), they were upset about the 
loss of the testing funds.

T he civil trial of Dennis Peron, Beth 
Moore, and Hazel Rodgers took a dra¬ 
matic turn Wednesday, August 20, 
when San Francisco Superior Court Judge 
A. James Robertson granted the defense’s 
motion to continue the proceedings; a new 
judge will ultimately hear the case. 

On Tuesday, August 19, Robertson de¬ 
nied the defendants a jury trial, prompting 
defense counsel J. David Nick to request the 
continuance. 

“It will be taken off the [court] calendar 
altogether and given new status conference 
dates,” Robertson said. 

“We had to get rid of this judge,” Nick 
told the B.A.R. “He refused to allow us to 
present a defense.” 

Peron was clearly pleased with Wednes¬ 
day’s developments; following the brief 
court appearance, Cannabis Cultivators 
Club staff distributed medical marijuana to 
card-carrying members in front of the Fol¬ 
som Street courthouse. 

Civil and criminal trials 

Peron, Moore, and Rodgers were charged 
with illegally distributing marijuana as a re¬ 
sult of an August 4, 1996 raid on the 
Cannabis Buyers Club (CBC) at 1444 Mar¬ 
ket Street. The club provides medicinal mar¬ 
ijuana for persons with conditions such as 
AIDS-related wasting, chemotherapy-in¬ 
duced nausea, and glaucoma. Concurrent 
with the club bust, the homes of five indi¬ 
viduals associated with the CBC, including 
Peron and Moore, were also raided. No ar¬ 
rests were made. 


Peron and co-defendants face both crim¬ 
inal and civil charges stemming from the 
raid. After California voters passed the med¬ 
ical marijuana initiative Proposition 215 in 
November 1996, Judge David Garcia in Jan¬ 
uary lifted a preliminary injunction against 
the CBC, which reopened as the Cannabis 
Cultivators Club. The criminal trial was 
scheduled to be heard in Alameda County, 
but has been repeatedly delayed. The defen¬ 
dants have asked that the trial be moved to 
San Francisco, and expect to hear by early 
September when and where the case will go 
forward. 

Attorney General Dan Lungren initiated

the civil trial with the goal of permanently 
closing the marijuana club. The case had 
been scheduled to begin on Monday, but 
was delayed. Tuesday’s proceedings were de¬ 
voted to setting the parameters of the trial 
and were characterized by a barrage of rul¬ 
ings and counter-motions. 

In addition to denying a jury trial, Judge 
Robertson also ruled that the defendants 
would not be permitted to use the defense 
of medical necessity, but could only base 
their case on what is allowed by Proposition 
215. The medical necessity defense, among

H lot of my patients needed 

J ljt reassurance. The phone 
was ringing off the hook,” 
Dr. Virginia Cafaro said of recent 
publicity over her termination 
from the former Conant Medical 
Group - and the political tempest 
over custody of her patient’s med¬ 
ical records. 

Jeff Getty, Michael Donnelly, 
and Rick Solomon of ACT 
UP/Golden Gate were arrested on 
Sunday, August 10 for blocking a 
moving van carrying the records 
from the site, following the clo¬ 
sure of the practice and the 
abrupt termination of Cafaro’s re¬ 
lationship with the medical group 
on August 5. The activists were 
cited at Park Station and released. 

The controversy ended Tues¬ 
day, August 19, when Quest Com¬ 
prehensive Care Network 
(QCCN), the corporation that 
bought the Conant Group prac¬ 
tice - including Cafaro’s records - 
for a reported $2 million last Sep¬ 
tember, announced it would sell 
the records to her for one dollar. 
It also apologized for any distress 
the incident had caused. 

QCCN also announced that it 
would seek input from consumers 
and community advocates 
through the formation of a Com¬ 
munity Advisory Board, which 


will include Getty and other peo¬ 
ple with AIDS. Rick Elion, QCCN 
medical director, also said the 
group would provide educational 
and informational seminars as a 
form of community outreach. 

“We hope this will settle any 
issue about the charts,” he said. 

He said Cafaro will receive the 
original copies of her charts, not 
copies. 

Doctors = custodians 

Cafaro’s patients had been told 
in an August 7 letter to contact 
Potrero Hill Medical Group for 
the records - and that written re¬ 
quests were necessary to obtain 
copies. No notice was posted on 
the door about the closure of the 
practice, or how to reach Cafaro 
and other physicians and 
providers. 

Until the controversy was re¬ 
solved regarding Cafaro’s records, 
which were fixed CMG corporate 
assets until sold to her, Potrero 
Hill Medical Group had been del¬ 
uged with calls from concerned - 
and often angry and sometimes 
abusive - patients. 

Spurred by the activists’ ar¬ 
rests, the demand by Cafaro’s pa¬ 
tients for their records grew so 
strong that a bonded company 
was hired to copy them on a full¬ 
time basis. 

QCCN CEO Ray Mirra said 
that the records snafu was not re- 
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taliatory. 

Cafaro’s supporters, including 
Getty, remain unconvinced. 

“They would have made every¬ 
body wait up and queue in line. 
Legally, they have five or six days 
to provide copies,” he told the 
B.A.R..” We think our doctors 
should be the custodians of our 
medical records and that the cor¬ 
poration should get the copy - if 
we want them to have it. Get it?” 

Getty also said that accusations 
that Cafaro’s patients had been 
manipulated are way off-base. 

“Dr. Cafaro wouldn’t go along 
with the idea of a patient mill,” 
Getty said. “She was fired, and in 
24 hours had no office and no 
phone line. Her patients reacted. I 
don’t that’s wrong. I think what 
Quest did was wrong.” 

Cafaro was let go after she de¬ 
clined to sign a contract for em¬ 
ployment. 

Stressful for patients 

Cafaro’s departure from the 
practice came after the group had 
been evicted from the space it 
leased at Davies Medical Center 
on Divisadero Street, because of a 
shared space sub-lease arrange¬ 
ment made with another medical 
group practice corporation. 

“It was very stressful for my 
patients,” Cafaro said. “It’s okay to 
fire me, but why did they put my 
patients through this? They have 
lives which need to be taken care 
of - lives that are very fragile. 
What’s it got to do with treating 
patients?” 

Cafaro told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter that she appreciated the re¬ 
sponse of ACT UP/Golden Gate 
members to the situation and said 
the imbroglio was ultimately 
caused by a fundamental clash of 
values with the medical practice 
management group. 

“ACT UP is a fine organiza¬ 
tion. It keeps patients empowered 
about caring for themselves and 
advocating for their needs,” Ca¬ 
faro said. 

Elion said QCCN also remains 
committed to patient care, and 
that such networks of physician 
practices are important for both 
patients and doctors. 

He said dialogue with con¬ 
sumers was also important in de¬ 
veloping comprehensive services 
in an era of fiscal constraint. 

“Or,” he said, “managed care is 
going to eat us all.” T

" gay man suffered a broken 
nose and facial lacerations 
requiring stitches when he 
was savagely attacked aboard a 38 
Geary Municipal Railway bus last 
Wednesday, August 13. However, 
San Francisco police say they can¬ 
not charge the crime as “preju¬ 
diced-based” because his attackers 
made no direct anti-gay slurs. 

Eugene Baker, 30, told the Bay 
Area Reporter that he was attacked 
by two Asian youths in their mid- 
to-late teens who were sitting in 
the back of the bus. He said the at¬ 
tack began with verbal abuse be¬ 
fore it escalated into physical vio¬ 
lence. 

“One of the two turned to the 
other and said, ‘He’s looking at 
you,”’ Baker recalled. 

The second youth suggested 
that the pair should “beat the fuck 
out of him.” The first youth then 
looked at Baker and directly chal¬ 
lenged him. 

“He said,‘Why are you looking 
at my friend?’ or something to 
that effect,” Baker said. “I said, ‘I 
am not looking at you guys, 
what’s your problem?’” 

Baker said the youth then leapt 
from his Muni seat and began 
pummeling him. 

As passengers yelled at the at¬ 
tackers, the driver pulled the bus 
over. The youths fled at Polk and 
O’Farrell streets. 

Police and paramedics re¬ 
sponded to the scene, and Baker 
was taken to St. Francis Memori¬ 
al Hospital on Hyde Street, where 
he was treated and released. His 
nose was in a cast for five days. 


‘It’s dangerous to ride the 
bus in San Francisco’ 

Baker is seeking legal represen¬ 
tation over the attack, and has 
contacted Community United 
Against Violence (CUAV). He ex¬ 
pressed shock that the incident 
will not be reclassified by police as 
an anti-gay hate crime, only be¬ 
cause his attacker expressed no 
anti-gay sentiment as he beat him. 

Veteran San Francisco police 
officer Lea Militello, who is both 
a hate crime investigator and les¬ 
bian and gay community liaison 
to Chief of Police Fred Lau, told 
the B.A.R. that hate crimes laws 
are very specific, and require the 
presence of anti-gay or other prej¬ 
udice-based language. 

“Do you have to be telepath¬ 
ic?” Supervisor Tom Ammiano 
said about police criminal classi¬ 
fication of the assault. “Of course 
it was homophobic. What do you 
need - a greeting card? That’s 
ridiculous.” 

Hate crime expert and CUAV 
Executive Director Lester Olm- 
stead-Rose agreed that the youths’ 
motivation was anti-gay. 

“It’s going to be pretty difficult 
to prove in a court of law that it’s 
hate violence,” he told the Bay 
Area Reporter , “but that doesn’t 
mean it’s not hate violence.” 

Olmstead-Rose said that spe¬ 
cific anti-gay language is “often 
missing” in such incidents - but 
the hatred that spurs the violence 
is as unequivocal. 

“It’s an attack against who you 
are. It’s a challenge of your right 
to exist,” he said. “While it’s safer 
to be out of the closet here than in 
other places, it’s still dangerous to 
ride the bus in San Francisco.” 

A Muni spokeswoman told the

B.A.R. that the bus driver re¬ 
sponded appropriately to the in¬ 
cident by radioing Muni central 
command. 

Police regulations require the 
driver to pull over to a specified 
stop, and perpetrators can and do 
jump off buses after such attacks, 
said Muni spokeswoman Anne 
Milner. 

To protect and serve 

Militello told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter that crime against Muni 
passengers is “of particular im¬ 
portance” to police. She said that 
it’s also important for com¬ 
plainants and community mem¬ 
bers to understand that police 
take such reports seriously, and 
they are not given short shrift - 
even if they aren’t filed as hate 
crimes. 

“The [police incident] report 
doesn’t just get filed somewhere if 
it doesn’t come to hate crimes. It 
goes to general works [bureau] 
for investigation. We take any act 
of violence or crime seriously. 
That’s what we do. We’re in the 
business to protect and serve,” she 
said. 

In the January-July 1997 statis¬ 


tical period, CUAV reported just 
under 200 local anti-gay hate 
crimes. Of 15 reports of such 
crimes associated with trans¬ 
portation, more than a dozen 
concerned anti-gay violence on 
San Francisco Municipal Railway. 

Milner said there were 155 
passenger assaults in fiscal year 
1996-1997. 

Olmstead-Rose said that sur¬ 
vivors of prejudice-based attacks 
suffer serious emotional harm in 
addition to their physical injuries, 
and that studies of hate crime vic¬ 
tims indicate they suffer continu¬ 
ing life trauma from such attacks. 

“There are difficulties that are 
longer lasting and more severe 
than in other kinds of violence,” 
he said. 

Baker said that he continues to 
think about and replay the event 
in his mind in the aftermath of 
the attack, and that he had diffi¬ 
culty sleeping several nights fol¬ 
lowing the attack. 

Ammiano suggested that the 
victim complain to the Office of 
Citizen Complaints, and said he 
would also follow up the incident 
with the independent investiga¬ 
tive agency. V

astro Area Planning and Ac¬ 
tion (CAPA) is planning a 
series of three community 
meetings to discuss grass roots so¬ 
lutions to two issues that cast a 
shadow over the Castro, home¬ 
lessness and transportation. The 
first of these meetings is scheduled 
for next Thursday, August 28. 

Next week’s forum will address 
homelessness. Working in con¬ 
junction with Supervisor Tom 
Ammiano’s office, as well as rep¬ 
resentatives of the mayor’s office, 
CAPA has participated in devel¬ 
opment of a plan for homeless 
services and housing. The first 
three public meetings resulted in a 
general approach and some sug¬ 
gestions to implement a locally- 
focused program that will deal 
with the need of the area’s home¬ 
less population, while supporting 
the needs of homeowners, renters, 
and business owners. 

Next week’s meeting will con¬ 
tinue those discussions. 

September forums 

Two community forums next 
month will focus on getting input 
for a long-term plan for improved 
transportation in the Castro area. 
Comments and suggestions at the 
Thursday, September 4 and Satur¬ 
day, September 20 meetings will 
be the basis for an October work¬ 
shop. At that workshop, volun¬ 


teers, representatives of neighbor¬ 
hood businesses, residents, and 
several city departments will meet 
to develop long-range proposals 
for parking, public transporta¬ 
tion, pedestrian, automobile, bi¬ 
cycle, and truck traffic. 

CAPA has sponsored similar 
workshops focused on the gener¬ 
al growth of the neighborhood, 
the Harvey Milk Plaza, and com¬ 
mercial development. Complete 
reports have been presented to 
neighborhood organizations for 
additional input and are available 
to the general public. 

Next month’s meetings will 


take place at the Eureka Valley 
Recreation Center, 100 Colling- 
wood Street. The September 4 
meeting starts at 7:30 p.m.; the 
September 20 meeting starts at 1 
p.m.

Bay Area Radical Women to host forum 
on U.S. welfare law and Cuba this Sunday

J o celebrate the 77th anniver¬ 
sary of Women’s Rights Day, 
two panelists will compare 
and contrast the current national 
drive to demolish welfare with 
Cuba’s system of meeting basic 
human needs at a public forum 
entitled “Welfare: Clinton’s De¬ 
struction and Cuba’s alternative,” 
this Sunday, August 24 in San 
Francisco. 

The panel, sponsored by Bay 
Area Radical Women, will show 
how the 1996 Welfare Reform Act, 
which they believe scapegoats and 
marginalizes women, children, 
the disabled, immigrants, and the 
poor, compares with Cuba’s con¬ 
tinued commitment to provide 


free healthcare, childcare, educa¬ 
tion, and viable employment to its 
people despite the 33-year-old 
U.S. embargo. 

The panelists will be Ariel 
Gore, a welfare rights advocate 
and editor of the acclaimed alter¬ 
native family magazine Hip 
Mama , and Audrey Alorro, an 
Asian-American feminist organiz¬ 
er, single mother, and Central Val¬ 
ley immigrant rights organizer. 
The women will discuss their per¬ 
sonal and political experiences 
with the two countries’ economic 
and bread-and-butter issues. The 
speakers will also examine 
women’s crucial role in fighting 
the current U.S. attacks, both fed¬ 
eral and state, on social services. 

Gore will focus on the Clinton 
administration’s betrayals of strug¬ 


gling low-income American fami¬ 
lies. She is angry that “anyone, let 
alone a Democrat, would sign a bill 
that at once takes food out of our 
children’s mouths; condones the 
absurd notion that stay-at-home 
moms aren’t already working; and 
adds injury to all the insults immi¬ 
grants, mothers, and children have 
withstood for too long.” 

Alorro', who will be traveling 
with the historic International 
Feminist Brigade to Cuba in Sep¬ 
tember, says, “I’ve seen the devas¬ 
tation of welfare cuts in the Cen¬ 
tral Valley, and it is due to our fail¬ 
ing economic system. But to see 
how Cuba’s planned economy is 
so committed to its people instead 
of profits is inspiring. Cuba 
proves that working people’s lives, 
especially women’s, can be en¬ 
riched under socialism. The peo¬ 
ple there have made massive 
strides in eradicating racism and 
sexism.”

Who’s that girl? 

Crissy: new meth in your neighborhood

popping up on cocktail 
napkins, postcards, and 
even in men’s rooms at local gay 
bars? She’s Crissy, part of a 
$10,000 campaign to draw atten¬ 
tion to the use of crystal (speed, 
methamphetamine) among gay 
and bisexual men. 

The concept, a takeoff of a 
popular liquor ad campaign, is 
what Stop AIDS Project calls a 
“groundbreaking” effort to com¬ 
bat the growing epidemic of 
methamphetamine use among 
gay and bisexual men. 

The four-month campaign is 
being done to promote dialogue 
about the relationship between 
sex, speed, and HIV. Crissy, the 
star of the campaign, is staring to 
appear in print ads, bathroom 
ads, as well as postcard ads and on 
cocktail napkins, said Steven Gib¬ 
son of Stop AIDS Project. 

Creating a buzz 

The Crissy campaign will fea¬ 
ture an entourage of characters 
who reflect the diversity of gay 
and bisexual men who are part of 
the bar and club scene. The cam¬ 
paign is being funded in part 
through the Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention (CDC). 
Gibson emphasized that the 
agency has also received in excess 
of $10,000 in in-kind donations. 

“We’re getting tremendous 
discounts,” Gibson told the B.A.R. 

Just last weekend, he said, 
members of Stop AIDS Project 
were in the Castro handing out 
“Crissy care packages,” complete 
with a postcard of the new icon, 
condoms, lubricant, a Vitamin C 
tablet, and a brochure about speed. 

“We’re trying to create a buzz,” 
Gibson said. 

They may be succeeding. Re¬ 
cently, the Crissy cocktail napkins 
appeared at a couple of local bars, 
which also had cocktail napkins 
featuring a well-known and con¬ 
troversial tobacco company icon. 
Crissy has truly arrived, Gibson 
said, adding people are indeed 
talking about the mysterious 
woman; some wondered whether 
Crissy would be a new club. 

Unclear on concept? 

“We decided to make Crissy 
appeal to a very specific group of 
gay and bisexual men who are 
part of the bar and club scene. She 
is pop culture and personifies 
what is appealing about speed. 
She’s thin, sexy, fabulous, and 
stays out dancing all night,” ex¬ 
plained David Boyer, media man¬ 
ager for Stop AIDS Project. 

“Studies show that gay and bi¬ 
sexual men who use speed are 
more than twice as likely to get in¬ 
fected. We want to get them talking 
about speed, sex, and HIV without 
glamorizing the drug or dehuman¬ 
izing the user,” Gibson said. 

By making Crissy appear as a 
“thin, sexy, fabulous” icon, that 
concept remains a little unclear. A 
caption at the bottom of the ad 
reads, “Party smart, boys,” while 
the top reads, “Crissy’s curious: 
Can you party and still keep your 
wits about you?” 

In the past year, merchants and 
community members in the Cas¬ 
tro, Polk, and South of Market dis¬ 
tricts have identified speed use 
(crystal meth) as a concern. The 
Stop AIDS Project initiated discus¬ 
sions with users and non-users to 
create a campaign that would en- 
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courage gay and bisexual men to 
talk about speed use and safe sex. 

“Speed use is one of the rea¬ 
sons gay and bisexual men con¬ 
tinue to get infected with HIV,” 
Gibson said. “A lot of guys use 
speed to heighten their sexual ex¬ 
periences and lose their inhibi¬ 
tions about sex.” 

The Crissy campaign will fea¬ 
ture seven different messages in 
the next four months. A new web¬ 
site, launched July 30, will allow 
the conversation about speed to 


continue online. SF Bay Yahoo, 
one of the world wide web pre¬ 
miere directory services, selected 
the website as one of its “Cool Sites 
of the Week” for its innovative ap¬ 
proach. In two days, the website 
received more than 3,000 hits. 

Stop AIDS Project is a com¬ 
munity-based HIV prevention 
program by and for gay and bi¬ 
sexual men of all ages and colors. 
The project, established in 1984, 
remains true to its founding mis¬ 
sion, which is to develop and im¬ 
plement a community organizing 
project for self-identified gay and 
bisexual men in San Francisco 
that seeks to reduce HIV trans¬ 
mission and lessen the adverse ef¬ 
fects of the HIV epidemic on the 
community. ▼

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An early happy Labor Day 


Jp| f all the holidays we celebrate in 

|| America, Labor Day is the one that 
11 confuses schoolkids the most - with 
the possible exception of Arbor Day, of 
course. It seems weird that a day that cele¬ 
brates labor would be a day when people 
don’t, well, labor, but that’s just how things 
are sometimes. When teachers are pressed 
for explanations, they rarely clarify; usually 
they just stammer about the role of orga¬ 
nized labor in forming our country, but 
without giving examples of why it has been 
so important. 

This year’s Labor Day, however, is cause 
for real celebration. The United Parcel Ser¬ 
vice strike that caused a hell of a mess here 
at the B.A.R. and just about everywhere else 
is now ending, with striking workers going 
back to their jobs. Most importantly, many 
of those jobs are being changed from part- 
time benefit-less work to full-time. In the 
case of this strike, particularly, it’s about time. 

UPS is only one of many companies that 
took advantage of the slack job market in 
recent years to force prospective employees 
into part-time jobs. It was good for the 
companies’ bottom lines, and if that meant 
their employees were left without medical 
insurance or living wages, well, tough. That 
was all part of the restructuring of America 
that Ronald Reagan and his cohorts spear¬ 
headed so their boardroom pals could get 
richer at the expense of everyone else. 

It has taken until now, August 1997, to 
get the movement to shift toward some sort 
of fairness to working people. Thanks to the 
determination of Teamsters leader Ron 
Carey, a whole lot of people at UPS are back 
in the driver’s seat in more ways than one. 
And we can only hope this development 
will spread to other companies. 

Why is this a gay issue? Except for the 
solid support organized labor has given to 
gays and lesbians fighting for their rights, 
maybe it isn’t. What it is, however, is a 
human dignity issue, and a matter of fair 
play. And whenever we see signs that those 
things are coming back into vogue, we have 
to celebrate. What it would seem to indicate 
is that the greedy money-grubbing supply- 
side trickle-down era that built giant walls 
of despair and deficit may be ending. 

As the Washington Post reported this 
week, when those walls come down and la¬ 
borers are drawn into the vaunted econom¬ 
ic recovery that has occurred under Bill 
Clinton’s leadership (remember the tax in¬ 
crease he rammed through just before the 
GOPs seized the Congress?), it will be good 
for everyone. It should help to boost pro¬ 
ductivity, which is absolutely essential for 
the recovery to continue, and it will foster 
demands for more goods and services. 

(Another not insignificant plus is that it 


solidifies Carey’s position at the Teamsters, 
and keeps the scary Jimmy Hoffa, Jr. at bay - 
despite the constant interference of the Wall 
Street Journal and other union-busters who 
would like to see someone as unassailable as 
Carey bounced out of future negotiations.) 

All in all, we think the strike out¬ 
come has been extremely positive, 
so even though Labor Day isn’t 
until next weekend, we hope ( 
you’ll forgive us if we start cele¬ 
brating it now. 

Public-spirited citizens who are 
looking for some way of celebrating this 
weekend have an excellent opportunity 
to make the world a little better 
- or at least, more responsive, 
which we think is better - Sat¬ 
urday. That’s when the Mayor’s 
HIV Health Services Planning Council will 
meet to determine prioritization for the next 
cycle of federal Ryan White CARE money for 
HIV/AIDS services in San Francisco, San 
Mateo, and Marin counties. Since the meet¬ 
ing is open to the public, we encourage at¬ 
tendance by anyone who’s interested. If not 
for the entire session - it is all day, after all - 
at least at the beginning, when there will be 
an opportunity for public comment, as in 
every other planning council meeting. 

Last year, the city received over $30 mil¬ 
lion in CARE funds; this is not pocket 
money we’re dealing with. Those living with 
HIV/AIDS and who use CARE-funded ser¬ 
vices should stop by the meeting Saturday 
to see the council doing what it was set up 
to do - rank service categories in order of 
importance and allocate recommended 
funds to those areas based on the priorities 


it establishes. These are changing times in 
the epidemic, and the planning council of¬ 
fers a bird’s-eye view of those changes as 
they’re happening. 

The prioritization process seems more 
organized this year than most, and several 
councilmembers have spent many hours 
hammering out the nuts and bolts for 
Saturday’s “retreat.” Diane Jones, in 
particular, has taken the lead on the 
prioritization committee and master¬ 
fully helped lay the groundwork in 
preparation for the council’s impor¬ 
tant decision-making ahead. Will 
Carter has also contributed signifi¬ 
cantly: his extremely detailed 
analysis of where the prior 
year’s CARE funds have gone 
brings a more thorough un¬ 
derstanding to how the money is being 
spent in San Francisco and for what. More 
importantly, he deduced that over 60 per¬ 
cent of the CARE dollars have gone to four 
categories: medical care, substance abuse, 
housing, and mental health. It’s interesting 
to note those categories, with the exception 
of medical care, are not how the council pri¬ 
oritized them last year. 

The council’s housing task force, led by 
Tom Calvanese and Joy Rucker and its new 
community input committee, has also pro¬ 
vided valuable information to the group of 
37 people, most of whom are not paid for 
the hours they spend at meetings. The group 
has shown it is dedicated (attending almost 
weekly meetings during the middle of sum¬ 
mer is no small feat), and seems poised to 
develop what could be a radical new way of 
spending CARE money in the city. ▼

A once-promising college 
honors graduate making more 
money than his own father. Noth¬ 
ing. 

Well, “Tina,” “Gina,” “Emily,” 
and the rest of you, that’s all gonna 
change. Starting now. Starting 
here. You haven’t whipped me yet. 

San Francisco and the 
world haven’t even begun 
to see the real Robert 
Turner. I am smart. Very, 
very smart. I know the streets and I am ed¬ 
ucated - a great combination. I am charis¬ 
matic and charming. But real. Very real. 
What you see is what you get ... starting 
now. I’m loving and nurturing, adventur¬ 
ous and exciting. I live for the day, each day. 
I have a family who cares about me and 
cares about my recovery. I don’t need you 
anymore.

any need that is left in me or that may creep 
up in the future.

Institutionalized homophobia 

In the August 7 edition of the Bay Area Reporter 
there are two articles which are symptomatic of the 
violence of homophobia prevalent in our society that 
is perpetrated by our institutions. One article deals 
with the recent attack on Polk Street of a gay man by 
a group of teens, the second that of the singling out of 
an individual in an area known as a cruising area in 
Golden Gate Park. This individual was warned he 
might be ticketed for improprieties. A third incident 
was that of a young man hurling homophobic re¬ 
marks at me in anger - why? Because I am a very, very 
out queer priest. All three are tied together by the con¬ 
necting link of institutionalized homophobia. 

The first incident on Polk was witnessed by me. 
While bystanders stood by, a gang of teens became vi¬ 
olent to an individual, hurling homophobic remarks 
and beating him up. The police ignored the obvious 
by labeling it a “mutual combative situation.” It was 
an obvious gay-bashing, but as I have seen time after 
time, the police have ignored those implications and 
sought to place another label - in so doing perpetu¬ 
ating institutionalized homophobia. 

The second article concerned an individual being 
singled out by Park Police as someone who was 
“cruising.” The Park Police began to crack down on 
cruising in Golden Gate Park in a more intentional 
manner following the series of articles on the Park by 
the Chronicle, which implied the fear of gay cruising 
by families. I have seen heterosexuals having sex pub¬ 
licly in the Park, but since this is the “nat¬ 
ural way” of having sex, I suppose it does 
not present a threat to “families.” Once 
again, a perpetuation of homophobia by 
an institution. As a result of such perpet¬ 
uation there are continued incidents of 
“gay-bashing,” both verbally and physi¬ 
cally. The young man who verbally 
bashed me learned this behavior from 
the media, the police, and the other in¬ 
stitutions of our society. 

It is time that institutions like the Chronicle and 
the police begin to accept responsibility for perpetu¬ 
ating violence in society by their words and actions, 
for all have symbolic meaning to people and are em¬ 
bedded in the psyche of society. This is from the per¬ 
spective of a very, very proud “fag” priest who was 
gay-bashed physically five years ago by two 14-year- 
old boys and is bashed verbally on a regular basis. 

The words, the actions of people in public life and 
institutions shape the mentality of a society. What we 
observe day after day is a mentality of violence shaped 
by the government, by our media, and by our police. 
It is time that we begin to look at this mentality and 
move beyond it to a mentality of non-violence.

Dirty tricks from the Moral Majority 

In 1972 I worked on the Democratic National 
Telethon phone bank in Chicago. I remember this was 
quite a successful fundraising idea for which Robert 
Strauss received much deserved credit. Celebrities 
would pitch for money - many small contributions - 
and volunteers and Communication Workers of 
America union members would take telephone calls 
for the pledges. 

But then I recall that in the early eighties, Rev. 
Jerry Falwell called upon the Moral Majority to block 
the telephone lines with spurious incoming calls. I 
think this aspect should be included in the current 
picture of political fundraising scandals: honest small 
contribution fundraising from the general public was 
sabotaged by the religious right. 

The religious right’s sabotage of the Democrats’ 
telethon occurred on May 28, 1983. Democratic 
Chairman Charles Manatt said pledges from the 
telethon were in the $20 million range, but charged 
that Republicans hurt money-raising effort with 
“jamming” phone calls; he said Republican calls in the 
first few hours of telethon may have cost them an ad¬ 
ditional 50% to 100% of pledges. 

Moral Majority sent letters to 100,000 supporters 
“suggesting” that they call Democratic Telethon offi¬ 
cials in support of President Reagan. Cal Thomas, the 
spokesman for Moral Majority, said, “We were sim¬ 
ply suggesting people might want to call in and tell 
them they support the President. We don’t know how 
many lines they had. And we didn’t suggest that peo¬ 
ple should call in at a specific time. So the likelihood 
of the lines being tied up was not that great.” 

Before the telethon fundraiser, the Republican Na¬ 
tional Committee also sent cablegrams and letters to 
supporters urging them to call the Democrats’ toll- 
free number and express their support for President 
Reagan. For every caller pledging a contribution, the 
Democrats received ten either expressing support for 
President Reagan or denouncing Democrats. 

The current investigations should not only focus 
on illicit sources of funds, but also on preventing ma¬ 
licious interference with legitimate fundraising.

Pink party plans 

I am writing regarding the Pink Saturday meeting 
which occurred at the Harvey Milk Academy on 
Thursday, July 24, and which the B.A.R. announced 
on the front page of its July 24 issue. I am concerned 
that the Parade Committee will use this meeting to 
claim that community input was honestly sought and 
considered in the process of planning future Pink Sat¬ 
urdays. 

The reality is: 

1) Although viewpoints other than the Parade 
Committee’s were allowed to speak, it was an exercise 
in letting the residents and merchants voice their 
opinions before the Parade Committee does what it 
always intended to do anyway. 

2) It is clear that the Parade Committee wants a 
big, intrusive, Halloween-style event with late-night 
amplified music and on-street liquor sales because it 
wants the revenue. Any honest discussion about the 
Castro’s experience with Halloween was immediate¬ 
ly stopped with the statement that we were there to 
discuss Pink Saturday, not Halloween. Yet, when plans 
were proposed to block off a larger area, have multi¬ 
ple platforms for entertainment, sell booze in street 
booths, and “make this a world-class event with hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of gay people,” comparisons with 
Halloween are logical, since it is the primary late- 
night event of such a large scale that the Castro has 
experienced. 

3) As a PWA, I was especially offended by the pro¬ 
moters’ attempt to tie their concept of a bigger Pink 
Saturday to political correctness, gay/queer pride, and 
solidarity around AIDS. Certainly the Parade itself 
deserves that sort of pride and support. However, let’s 
be honest about Pink Saturday. It’s a party. That’s fine, 
but the issue here is not political correctness but the 
size, location and intrusiveness of the event. The 
louder, later events could certainly be held in inside 
venues, while the basic street Pink Saturday celebra¬ 
tion could be kept a neighborhood, mid-size, early- 
evening event. 

The truth is that the Parade Committee is in this 
for the bucks, mainly from the liquor sales. To maxi¬ 
mize profits, it needs a big, crowded, late event with 
liquor booths, and so it isn’t interested in compro¬ 
mising. The meetings with the community are just 
window dressing.

Supervisor Tom Ammiano is one of the very few 
consistently principled and progressive elected offi¬ 
cials in town. That’s why it’s disappointing that when 
it comes to AIDS, he, like most, just doesn’t get it. 

In calling for a resolution in support of ACT 
UP/Golden Gate’s “protest” against global drug push¬ 
er Glaxo/Wellcome, Ammiano misses several rather 
obvious points: 

1) It is the height of self-parody to call for a “boy¬ 
cott” of Glaxo Wellcome over-the-counter products 
such as Zantac antacid, when most of their profits 
come from their immuno-suppressive, carcinogenic 
“AIDS treatments” AZT and 3TC, and when there is 
ample reason to believe these and similar drugs have 
been the primary cause of thousands of AIDS deaths. 

2) ACT UP/Golden Cate’s contention that Glaxo 
Wellcome is stalling the release of their new, “less 
toxic” AIDS drug 1592 because they (Glaxo) want to 
sell more AZT flies in the face of logic: Why would 
Glaxo prefer the obscene profits from one drug over 
another? 

3) It should be clear by now that, like most ACT 
UPs (with the exception of ACT UP/SF), ACT 
UP/Golden Gate is nothing but a bunch of faux-mil¬ 
itant spokesmodels for the pharmaceutical industry. 
When one realizes this, it becomes obvious that their 
“protest” is nothing more than a game of “good 
cop/bad cop” designed to generate interest in Glaxo 
Wellcome’s latest snake oil. 

4) To say that 1592 is “less toxic” than AZT is not 
saying very much. AZT was originally developed as a 
cancer drug, and considered too toxic for even that 
short term purpose! AIDS patients are being given 
this drug on a long-term basis. 

I fully expect to be condemned for trying to take 
away people’s “hope.” But false hope in toxic drugs is 
extremely hazardous to our health. The only real hope 
of conquering “AIDS” is to completely re-assess our 
entire view of it: A view that is built on the shaky (at 
best) foundation of the work of an overambitious and 
corrupt government virologist. A man who was des¬ 
perate to find one of his “pet” microbes, a retrovirus, 
in people with AIDS (never mind that he could only 
find the tiniest amount of it in only 40% of early 
AIDS cases), and declare he had “discovered” the 
“cause.” This view has brought us nothing but op¬ 
pression, terror, pain, suffering, and death. Then 
again, the Medical-Industrial complex has made a real 
“killing” off of it.

I am not at all 
alarmed or dismayed by the recent proliferation of 
chain restaurants in the Castro. There are a lot of rea¬ 
sons to visit the Castro, but food has never been one 
of them. 

With few exceptions, the food at Castro area 
restaurants has always been uniformly terrible. The 
cuisine runs the gamut from lousy, overpriced pre¬ 
tentious food served by snotty waiters preoccupied 
with their own social agendas to lousy greasy spoon- 
type food served by harried waiters preoccupied by 
their own drug addiction issues. Even when promis¬ 
ing new eateries have opened up, they have been al¬ 
lowed to gradually deteriorate as the original man¬ 
agement seems to lose interest or is replaced.

I applaud the re¬ 
placement of a Mormon-owned chain cookie store 
with a quasi-socialist chain ice-cream store.

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The son rises in Camelot

|P| emember, when it happens, 
you read it here firstl John 
if m F. Kennedy Jr. is about to 
embark on a political career.

So let the people at Gold's Gym tailor a fitness program to 


HRC approves DPH letter on sex clubs

he San Francisco Human 
Rights Commission (HRC) 
voted at its Thursday, August 
14 meeting to approve a letter to 
the Department of Public Health 
(DPH) from the commission’s Les¬ 
bian Gay Bisexual Transgender Ad¬ 
visory Committee (LGBTAC) on 
the subject of sex club regulations. 

The LGBTAC voted at its May 
12 meeting to send a letter asking 
the DPH to reconsider its regula¬ 
tions governing sex clubs. In June, 
the full HRC failed to accept the 
advisory committee’s recommen¬ 


dation to send the letter on behalf 
of the commission. 

In a compromise accepted at 
last Thursday’s meeting, the HRC 
agreed to approve a letter to the 
DPH from the LGBTAC, rather 
than from the full HRC. Although 
Commissioner Comer Marshall 
expressed dismay at seeing the 
item appear again on the agenda, 
he joined the other commission¬ 
ers present in voting unanimous¬ 
ly in favor of the LGBTAC send¬ 
ing the letter. HRC and LGBTAC 
chair Martha Knutzen, who had 
initially opposed asking the DPH 
to change its regulations, submit¬ 
ted a letter to the HRC in her ab¬ 


sence encouraging the commis¬ 
sion to approve the letter from the 
advisory committee. 

The LGBTAC is particularly 
concerned about regulations that 
forbid closed spaces in sex clubs 
and require staff monitoring of 
patrons’ activities. 

The letter reads, in part, “The 
committee strongly supports the 
efforts of DPH to prevent new 
HIV infections, especially the em¬ 
phasizing of voluntary regula¬ 
tions. But the committee calls on 
DPH to protect privacy and civil 
liberties by deleting government- 
required monitoring and allowing 
private spaces in sex clubs.” V 
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Back to work

Beats don’t fail me now

H 1 / hen last we left our les¬ 
bian technopagan cyber- 
i 1 libertarian heroine... she 
was tripping mightily on the idea of 
going to a reading of Brenda 
Knight's Women of the Beat Gen¬ 
eration, wondering whether her 
“ post-counterculture ” orientation 
toward individual freedom regard¬ 
less of political correctness would 
make her a stranger to her exten¬ 
sive bohemian roots ... 

Half-expecting to feel nostalgia 
laced with disappointment at the 
thought of having put myself by 
the wayside for this revival to pass 
me by, I strolled into Opera Plaza 
and A Clean Well-Lighted Place 
for Books. Ironically, one of my 
most bohemian friends had lived 
in a room in an apartment build¬ 
ing on Franklin Street condemned 
by Redevelopment to make way 
for Opera Plaza itself; I was actu¬ 
ally returning pretty much to the 
scene of my first acid trip, and 
there’s your bohemian replay. 

Finding a halfway comfortable 
place to lean, I lost any apprehen¬ 
sion as I listened to Brenda Knight 
explaining how her work and re¬ 
search with poetry had inspired 
her to help creative women ig¬ 
nored due to sexism finally receive 
the recognition they were due, to 
emerge from the stereotype of the 
silent “chick” in black leotard and 
sandals. On the one hand, I knew 
that this movement had been in 
full flower when I was but a wee 
tyke, and I expected to have my 
understanding of it fleshed out. 
On the other hand, as Brenda 
yielded to live poetry and com¬ 
ments by Eileen Kaufman, Diane 
DiPrima and Ruth Weiss, the very 
notion that I might be separate at 
all from this tradition melted 
away: I had too much familiarity 
and experience with these poets 
and the things of which they 
spoke. 

Eileen Kaufman was before my 
adolescence, yet what she told of 
groups of people staying up late to 
groove and all crashing about a 
living room, as well as hanging 
out at night in Aquatic Park 
drumming and chanting, were 
things I’d not only done but 
found not in the least bit unusual. 

Diane DiPrima reminded me 
of the time some women were or¬ 
ganizing an anti-war rally com¬ 


plete with poetry reading. In the 
basement of the building of the 
Mission District hippie pad in 
which I was living, something had 
died and was raising a stench, 
which inspired me to head up to 
the roof and write an anti-war 
poem on the theme of “my base¬ 
ment smells of death.” However, 
the woman organizing the read¬ 
ing had been so intent on having 
women read DiPrima’s Revolu¬ 
tionary Poems that she was obliv¬ 
ious to a local poet’s having writ¬ 
ten something for the occasion, 
which arguably just might be in 
the best bohemian poet tradi¬ 
tion. 

And Ruth Weiss ... well, in 
the mid-’70s, when bohemi¬ 
an art types were revitaliz¬ 
ing the Haight-Ashbury, I 
was part of an extended cir¬ 
cle of friends that in¬ 
cluded a group that 
read poetry to their 
own spacey mu¬ 
sical accompa¬ 
niment under 
the name of 
the Palace 
Monkeys Poets Band, and Ruth 
Weiss read with them a lot. (As a 
matter of fact, you can still check 
out some of the great collage work 
by the Palace Monkeys poster 
artist, Diane Fenster, online at 
http://www.sirius.com/~fen- 
ster/welcome4.html. Yo Beth sez, 
check it out.) We also put on the 
first Witches Ball and Spiral 
Dance, so I was all ... oh yeah, 
Ruth Weiss, cool! 

In other words, there was no 
way I could feel on the outside of 
this phenomenon, because this 
reading recapitulated personal 
history for me, and the continuity 
from Bethie Anne Hippie Ghick 
to Tara Volcano Girl. Cool. That 
was all I really needed to know, 
because it told me that whether or 
not anyone else would credit me 
with being in that beat/hip/what¬ 
ever spectrum, I was continuing 
to have a life. A cool life. A hip life. 

But there was still that matter 
of the state of Bohemia ... if I’m 
going about my life feeling satis¬ 
fied that all this stuff runs through 
it, yet I’m doing that without 
touching the bases of the new 
“hipster” sensibility, something or 
somebody doesn’t fit somewhere. 
Why? Because we still have a lot of 
people going around dividing 
everyone into the more knowl¬ 


edgeable and artistic alternative 
people and the clueless, boring 
mainstream people, yet there are 
crazy-ass adventurous and artistic 
people like myself who live out a 
complete disrespect for the very 
concept of such a divide - and get 
a lot of fun and self-discovery in 
the process. 

There’s no denying the old di¬ 
vision between the sleepwalkers 
and those with expanded insight 
into what humans can do and 
how we can live was, at one time, 
very real. Non-missionary posi¬ 
tion sex, Eastern thought, psyche¬ 
delics, earth religion ... these 
were once obscurities en¬ 
gaged in only by kooks. 
Do they really raise eye¬ 
brows anymore? Or look 
at it this way: pierced and 
tattooed suburban kids - 
get the picture? 

One division re¬ 
mains: the hipsters’ be¬ 
lief that they are 
the truly 
human, the 
rebels against 
an evil, greedy, 
conformist mainstream bent on 
erasing all individuality. Another 
version of this is the assumption 
that any out queer, by virtue of 
having thrown over heterosexual¬ 
ity, is somehow morally superior 
to everyone else. And yet, you can 
reread On the Road and see how 
appalling is/was the state of beat 
ethics: as I mentioned last week, 
the terrible abuse of women, the 
petty theft (even from each 
other), etc.... never mind the late 
Allen Ginsberg’s promotion of 
Eastern spirituality. 

The fact is, as I see it through 
my experience, that whether 
someone is mainstream or alter¬ 
native is no predictor of their val¬ 
ues and the kind of person they 
are. I’ve found people to admire 
and people to despise among 
queer and straight, hip and 
straight, slacker and entrepreneur 
alike. 

Do you find that a depressing 
thought? Why? Don’t you see the 
freedom that realization can 
bring? While everyone else is busy 
polishing their precious identities 
as the coolest hipster or the sys¬ 
tem’s prototypical success story, 
you could be coloring outside 
both sets of lines and having ad¬ 
ventures. And isn’t that what 
“hip” is all about, anyway? ▼

Soap Opera Magazine 
polls on AMC’s Kevin

fA s the ongoing saga of gay 
teen Kevin having so-called 
m ' H “conversion” therapy foist¬ 
ed upon him on ABC’s All My 
Children continues, the August 19 
issue of Soap Opera Magazine fea¬ 
tured an inclusive and well-word¬ 
ed readers’ poll on the subject. 

“During the process of self- 
discovery,” the magazine asks, 
“what conclusion would you like 
to see Kevin reach?” 

Option #1 is: “I hope AMC 
uses this storyline to illustrate the 
point that you can’t change what 
people are. If Kevin is gay, then no 
amount of therapy is going to 
change that. I hope Kevin’s par¬ 
ents (and viewers) will learn this 
important lesson.” Option #2 is: 
“If the powers-that-be aren’t will¬ 
ing to go full speed ahead and give 
Kevin a boyfriend, I’d much 
rather see Kevin realize he’s 
straight and find a love interest in 
someone like [his best friend] 
Kelsey than stay on the back- 
burner forever. Ben Jorgensen is 
much too talented an actor to be 
used merely as a coffee-pourer.” 
The poll number, 1-900-288- 
SOAP, costs $1.75 a minute. 

The poll comes during the 
same week that the American Psy¬ 
chological Association passed a 
resolution noting that “societal ig¬ 
norance and prejudice about 
same gender sexual orientation 
put some gay, lesbian, bisexual 
and questioning individuals at 
risk for presenting for ‘conversion’ 
treatment due to family or social 
coercion and/or lack of informa¬ 
tion.” [See story, page 21.] Soap 
Opera Magazine carefully words 
the first option to reject the claim 
of anti-gay therapists to “change” 
gay people. The second option, 
rather than attempting to justify 
so-called conversion, acknowl¬ 
edges the struggle gay characters 
have being allowed full, complex 
representation in the face of net¬ 
work fears and tentativeness. 

Please let Soap Opera Maga¬ 
zine know their wording of the 
Kevin poll is appreciated, as is this 
and any further coverage they give 
to the provocative AMC story. In 
addition, be sure to let ABC Day¬ 
time know that Kevin deserves to 
reject the anti-gay therapy and be¬ 
come more than “a coffee-pour¬ 
er.”

Chicago Tribune honors 
Schindler with article 

Just before Lifetime’s TV- 
movie Any Mothers Son aired, the 
August 8 Chicago Tribune featured 
a lengthy and thoughtful article 
on the brutal murder of Allen 
Schindler, plus the activism of his 
mother, and the lives today of his 
attackers. 

Schindler was killed after “two 
of his shipmates followed him 
into the restroom to ‘have some 
fun.’ Fun means different things 
to different people. Schindler was 
beaten so severely he was unrec¬ 


ognizable,” the article says. The 
issjae of gays in the military had a 
face, and “it had a spokeswoman, 
Schindler’s mother, Dorothy Ha- 
jdys. ... She believed homosexu¬ 
ality was a sin. But when she 
learned how her son had been re¬ 
peatedly terrorized [aboard his 
ship, the U.S.S. Belleau Wood] be¬ 
cause he was gay and how the 
Navy tried to cover it up, she 
couldn’t remain silent.” 

It describes her growth into a 
deeper understanding of and 
heightened sensitivity toward gay 
people. It also tells the story of 
the attackers, Terry Helvey and 
Charles Vins; how Helvey’s 
confession made clear his 
disregard for the life of 
a gay person, and how 
Vins remained silent 
and turned evidence R\v/ 
against Helvey in return 
for “a sweetheart deal. 

... Looked at from a 
purely legal stand- 
point, it’s difficult to 
understand why Vins’ testimony 
was so important.... It was a hot 
potato for Navy brass. One defen¬ 
dant was better than two, espe¬ 
cially if the defendant could be 
portrayed as an aberration and 
not just a queer-hating sailor, of 
which there were said to be many 
aboard the Belleau Wood.” 

Please thank the Tribune for an 
engaging and powerful article 
about the ways in which 
Schindler’s murder forever 
changed the lives of those sur¬ 
rounding the atrocity.

Lesbian mom gets Good 
Housekeeping seal of 
approval 

The September issue of Good 
Housekeeping features an article 
by the daughter of a lesbian mom, 
as well as a short article by the 
mother. Claire Knight, 20, begins 
with her early childhood, when 
“in the small world my mother 
had crafted, the people we social¬ 
ized with accepted my mother 
and me without question.” But in 
school, “I was discovering that the 
words ‘homo’ or ‘lesbo’ seemed 
not the smiling women I’d grown 
up picnicking with, but evil, 
witchlike persons to be avoided at 
all costs.” 

Like many children of gay par¬ 
ents, she felt conflicted between 
her loving home and the discrim¬ 
ination society imposed on them. 
She acknowledges, “I didn’t direct 
my anger [about feeling different] 
at my friends. I directed it at my 
mom, demanding to know why 
she had to make me different. And 
then I’d quickly regret having 
asked, because I knew it hurt her 
when I did.” Still, “even on my an¬ 
griest days, by nighttime I’d ... tell 
Mom and Nora [her mom’s part¬ 
ner] I loved them, same as I did 
every night.” 

By high school she began to be 
more open, even in her senior 
year doing a class project on 
donor insemination and bringing 
in two other lesbian moms as 
guest speakers. “Now that I’m in 
college, I answer questions hon¬ 
estly,” she says, noting that with 
media coverage of Melissa 
Etheridge, Julie Cypher and their 
son, Bailey, “perhaps [our culture] 


is beginning to realize that when 
there is love and commitment, 
there is a family. Perhaps, rather 
than teaching fear and hate, par¬ 
ents will teach children to accept 
their classmates, even if Bobby has 
two daddies, or Jessie has two 
mommies.”

‘Good News’ 

The Monday, Au- 
gust 25 premiere 
HUP episode of the new 
UPN show Good News 
featured the challenges of a young 
black gay man coming out and in¬ 
troducing his white boyfriend to 
his mother and their pastor. The 
sitcom is based on the arrival of 
Pastor David Randolph (David 
Ramsey) to the primarily African- 
American Church of Life and, ac¬ 
cording to UPN’s release, “Pastor 
Randolph tries to settle in to the 
role of leader and must attempt to 
resolve some hilarious social 
predicaments, not all of which are 
clearly answered by the Good 
Book.” 

In the episode, when choir 
member Eldridge Dixon (Dwaine 
Perry) told the pastor he has a 
problem and that he’s gay, the 
pastor began to react to his sexu¬ 
al orientation, but Eldridge cor¬ 
rects him, explaining, “That’s not 
the problem.” When he mentions 
that he has a boyfriend, the pastor 
treated that as an issue. 

Eldridge said, “That’s not the 
problem, either. I want to bring 
him to church on Sunday,” and 
explained he wanted the pastor’s 
support in telling his mom, series 
regular Mrs. Dixon (Roz Ryan). 
Pastor Randolph agreed, and 
when Eldridge told his mom he’s 
gay, she said, “That’s what you 
dragged me down here for? Boy, I 
knew that when you was nine 
years old. Of course it’s okay.” 

She was supportive of his 
bringing his boyfriend, Danny, to 
church, until he mentioned that 
Danny is white. 

“What’s the matter with you?” 
she asked. “There’s enough nice 
black men out there, you got to go 
find yourself a white man? You 
need therapy!” 

In the end, however, through 
the pastor’s welcoming of Danny 
(Robert Howe) into the church, 
Mrs. Dixon welcomed him into 
her heart. 

The episode not only celebrat¬ 
ed the reality that many churches 
have lesbian and gay followers, 
but also called attention to the 
ways in which issues of race can 
play into issues of sexual orienta¬ 
tion and identity. UPN’s decision 
to highlight a gay parishioner in 
the pilot underscores how lesbian 
and gay issues are becoming 
common in the sitcom world.

L eft brain - cold, calculating, 
articulate, domineering. 
Right brain - repressed, 
sensitive, artistic, moody. The 
contrasting personalities of the 
two sides of the brain are central 
icons of pop psychology: whole 
industries have sprung up to help 
people integrate their warring 
hemispheres or draw out their 
hidden right-brained 
talents. 

Although the re¬ 
ality of the matter may not 
be quite as dramatic as some 
self-help books would have 
you believe, cerebral lateraliza¬ 
tion (as it is called) is 
still an interesting 
field of research, and 
one that may have im¬ 
plications for the un¬ 
derstanding of psy¬ 
chological differences both be¬ 
tween men and women and be¬ 
tween gays and straights. 

The mental ability that is 
most clearly lateralized is lan¬ 
guage: in the great majority of 
people, both the understanding 
and production of language is 
handled predominantly by the 
left cerebral hemisphere. Thus, a 
brain injury or stroke affecting 
the left hemisphere may disrupt 
language skills, while comparable 
injuries on the right side have 
relatively little effect. 

It’s long been suspected that 
language is not as strongly fo¬ 
cused in the left hemisphere in 
women as it is in men. Striking 
evidence in favor of this supposi¬ 
tion came in 1995, when a re¬ 
search group at Yale University 
used a brain-scanning technique 
to localize language processes in 
men and women. They found

that one basic language task - the 
decoding of the elementary units 
of spoken language - is carried 
out at the base of the frontal lobe 
of the brain. In the male subjects 
who were engaged in this task, 
the left frontal lobe lit up much 
more than the right, but in the 
women, both left and right 
frontal lobes lit up about equally. 
Some other language tasks, on 
the other hand, were restricted to 
the left hemisphere in both sexes. 

There are a num¬ 
ber of other 
mental tasks that 
are clearly lateralized. For 
example, the organization of 
voluntary movements is carried 
out primarily by the left hemi¬ 
sphere, like language. 
(Because the connec¬ 
tions between the 
brain and the body 
are crossed, the right 
hand is more directly 
connected to the movement-or¬ 
ganizing centers in the left hemi¬ 
sphere than is the left hand: this 
is probably why most people are 
right-handed.) Some spatial and 
perceptual tasks, by contrast, are 
served primarily by the right 
hemisphere. For several, but not 
all, of these lateralized tasks, the 
functional asymmetry is greater 
in men than in women. 

Cerebral lateralization re¬ 
duces the need for communica¬ 
tion between the two sides of the 
brain. Thus one might expect in¬ 
dividuals who are more strongly 
lateralized to have fewer connec¬ 
tions between the left and right 
hemispheres. And in fact several 
studies, including one in which I 
was involved, have found that the 
bundles of fibers connecting the 
cerebral hemispheres are smaller, 
in proportion to overall brain 
size, in men than in women. 

There are two reports in the 
literature suggesting that some 
brain functions in gay men are 
less strongly lateralized than in 
heterosexual men. Perhaps con¬ 
nected with those findings, Laura 
Allen and her colleagues at 
UCLA reported in 1992 that one 
of the fiber bundles connecting 
the two hemispheres - its name 


is the anterior commissure - is 
larger, on average, in gay than in 
straight men. Thus, the organiza¬ 
tion of gay mens brains with re¬ 
spect to laterality may be compa¬ 
rable to what is more commonly 
seen in women, or may be inter¬ 
mediate between the male-typi¬ 
cal and female-typical patterns. 
Two studies that looked at the 
same issue in women, however, 
failed to see consistent differ¬ 
ences between the brain organi¬ 
zation of lesbians and heterosex¬ 
ual women. 

One of the most durable 
stereotypes about gay men is that 
they are more artistically inclined 
that straight men. And I for one 
believe it, although only as a gen¬ 
eralization about the “average” 
gay and straight man. Could it be 
that this artistic expressiveness 
follows in some way from the 
pattern of lateralization and 
inter-hemispheric connections 
that develops in the brains of gay 
men? 

At the moment, this kind of 
idea can only be hand-waving 
speculation. In the future, how¬ 
ever, it may be possible to test it 
more rigorously. For example, 
one could compare the patterns 
of brain organization in artists 
and non-artists, and ask whether 
the pattern seen in gay men more 
resembles the one or the other 
group. The tremendous technical 
advances now being made in the 
imaging of brain structure and 
function will allow neuroscien¬ 
tists to explore the mind-brain 
connection in unparalleled de¬ 
tail. Soon, we may know how 
much of the left-brain/right- 
brain story is New-Age fancy, and 
how much is hard-wired fact. ▼

Also in Florida, police who 
raided a north Miami Beach bar 
catering to gay men said they saw 
people running around naked 
and engaging in sexual acts 
throughout the club. One veter¬ 
an vice detective said he’d never 
seen anything like it. Police raid¬ 
ed the Board Walk nightclub in 
response to a complaint from the 
public. Twenty men were arrested 
for lewd and lascivious behavior, 
and a woman was busted for 
marijuana. T

Breast cancer 
bill faces veto

A ssemblywoman Carole 
Migden’s AB 760, the Au¬ 
tologous Bone Marrow 
Transplant (ABMT) Bill, faces 
being lumped in with several 
other HMO bills Governor Pete 
Wilson doesn’t like, and could 
possibly be vetoed. The bill has 
passed in both the Assembly and 
the Senate and now awaits certain 
Assembly concurrence when leg¬ 
islators return to session this 
Monday, August 25. Two days 
later it should be on the Gover¬ 
nor’s desk. 

Attempting to head off a veto, 
the California Nurses Association, 
State Controller Kathleen Con¬ 
nell, a AB 760 sponsor, and Save 
Ourselves of Sacramento staged a 
rally to support ABMT at noon 
on Wednesday, August 20, on the 
west steps of the Capitol. 

AB 760 guarantees that an in¬ 
dependent medical panel will re¬ 


view decisions of HMOs to deny 
coverage for ABMT when it has 
been recommended for a woman 
with breast cancer by her doctor. 
Insurance coverages vary, and 
often women with breast cancer 
are forced to expend energy and 
time fighting and even suing in¬ 
surance companies to obtain 
treatment. AB 760 provides for a 
standardized review process. 

ABMT is most commonly 
used to treat patients with Stage 
IV breast cancer and is a proce¬ 
dure during which a patient’s 
bone marrow is removed prior to 
her receiving high-dose 
chemotherapy. The marrow is 
then returned to the patient, ren¬ 
dering her more resistant to infec¬ 
tion. 

ABMT has become an accept¬ 
ed treatment for breast cancer, is 
covered in both state and federal 
employee health plans, and is rec¬ 
ognized in seven states, with sev¬ 
eral more pending. Studies con¬ 
ducted by the Federal Office of 


Personnel Management for 
HMOs and Fee for Service health 
plans that cover 9 million people 
found that total coverage costs for 
ABMT is less than four cents per 
member per month. 

While Wilson wants to put a 
commission in place to study 
HMO bills, proponents of AB 760 
want the bill signed now. “Women 
should be spending their energies 
fighting the cancer - not their in¬ 
surance companies,” says Connell. 
“Too often today, an insurance 
company is coming between a 
woman, her doctor, and a cure.” 

In an editorial titled “Bean 
Counters and Breast Cancer,” the 
San Francisco Chronicle urged the 
governor to approve the bill so it 
could take effect by the end of 
1997. “In this year alone,” it point¬ 
ed out, “nearly 20,000 women in 
California will hear a dreaded di¬ 
agnosis from their doctors: ‘You 
have breast cancer.’ For many, 
their fate could be decided by 
their insurer.” ▼ 


East Bay pride festival 
set for September 

'Mardi Gras' to highlight four-day event

" he first East Bay Gay Pride 
Festival is set for September 
i: 18-21, with a series of events 
taking place in Alameda and Con¬ 
tra Costa counties. The festival is 
being sponsored by the Pacific 
Center for Human Growth, the 
oldest queer community center in 
Northern California, and is being 
presented by the Oakland Tribune. 

The festival will consist of a se¬ 
ries of events celebrating lesbian, 
gay, bisexual, and transgender 
people in the East Bay. Events will 
include a pride dinner honoring 
state Assemblywoman Carole 
Migden, and club parties in Hay¬ 
ward, Oakland, and Walnut 
Creek. The highlight of the four- 
day event will be a street party and 
pride expo, “The Oakland Gay 
Mardi Gras,” on Saturday, Sep¬ 
tember 20 in Preservation Park 
and the surrounding streets near 
Oakland’s City Center. 

“It’s the first event of this size.; 
for the East Bay,” said Robert T. 
Fuentes, executive director of the 
Pacific Center. “Considering the 
size of the LGBT community 
here, we expect a terrific turn-out. 
Participating in San Francisco’s 
parade is great, but we felt that it 
was about time to have a celebra¬ 
tion of our own as well.” 

The East Bay Gay Pride Festi¬ 
val is being designed as an um¬ 
brella name under which differ¬ 
ent types of events can take place 
throughout the East Bay. “The 
concept allows for flexibility in 
the sort of events that can take 
place, and gives us room to grow 
into the future. There can be 
events in Walnut Creek, Hayward, 
or Fremont, with numerous 
themes; the whole point is to cel¬ 
ebrate the diversity of the East 
Bay community.”

Event organizers point out that 
the Oakland Mardi Gras is some¬ 
what unique from other Bay Area 
events. It is a combination of 
street party and community ex¬ 
position, with activities for fami¬ 
lies as well as partiers. The Mardi 
Gras, for example, will be at the 
Preservation Park site, which is 
comprised of turn-of-the-century 
Victorian houses. The pride expo¬ 
sition that will showcase gay and 
lesbian-owned businesses and 
community groups will be locat¬ 
ed in the park itself, together with 
activities for families. 

Surrounding the park will be 
different groups creating different 
“worlds.” Queensland will cele¬ 
brate the drag community in a 
1970s setting; Butch Gardens will 
highlight the leather community; 
Wild Wild West will showcase 
country-western music and line 
dancing; and Oasis will celebrate 
the diverse communities of color. 


“It’s a unique concept, re¬ 
sponding to the desire to have an 
open air party as well as activities 
for those of us with families,” 
Fuentes said. 

The Oakland Gay Mardi Gras 
is a benefit for the Pacific Center 
for Human Growth, which has of¬ 
fices in Berkeley and Walnut 
Creek and has been providing ser¬ 
vices since 1973. Fuentes said that 
next month’s event begins a kick¬ 
off toward the center’s 25th an¬ 
niversary in 1998. 

“When the center first incor¬ 
porated, anti-sodomy laws were 
still on the books. Organizing ac¬ 
tivities were suspect, so the fact 
that the center was able to orga¬ 
nize and receive its nonprofit sta¬ 
tus was a tremendous achieve¬ 
ment,” Fuentes said. “That the 
center, was located in Berkeley 
rather than San Francisco speaks 
to the strength of the East Bay 
community. So this event is also a 
celebration of the community’s 
active involvement in furthering 
civil rights for gays, lesbians, bi¬ 
sexuals, transgender persons, and 
questioning individuals.” 

The Mardi Gras event is being 
sponsored by Pyramid Brewing. 
The Mardi Gras and pride festival 
are being created and produced by 
Pete King, creator of Walk for 
AIDS in San Jose and the Lifespan 
foot race across the Bay Bridge. ▼

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Medi-Cal AIDS bill’s 
chances look good

/ B 1099, a proposed 
statewide bill that would 
' i make it possible for Medi- 
Cal recipients living with AIDS to 
go back to work, is like the little 
engine that could. It’s been chug¬ 
ging right along gathering votes 
and momentum, and looks likely 
to pass. 


AB 1099 was authored by As- 
semblymember Carole Migden. 
Currently, Medi-Cal recipients 
who go back to work must pay a 
“share of cost” of any Medi-Cal 
benefits they receive after they 
begin working. For example, a 
person earning $2,000 a month 
would pay a share of cost of al¬ 
most $1,000, making it prohibi¬ 
tive for them to return to work. 
AB 1099 would exempt up to 


$2,500 a month in earnings 
from counting toward the share 
of cost requirement. This ex¬ 
emption would hold until the 
individual is eligible for and re¬ 
ceives full medical insurance 
coverage. 

Expectations are that AB 1099 
will begin to move quickly as soon 
as lawmakers return to session. 
The bill is expected to pass and be 
signed by the Governor. T 


Migden gets a title in Sacto

columnist Dan Walters 
headed “Who’s Scariest 
Capitol Boss?” promised some 
amusement during the bullying 
sessions going on at the Capitol. 
Many have worn the mantle at one 
time or another, and the curmud¬ 
geonly Walters was courageously 
doing it again. Oh joy! Of course, 
one must keep in mind that the 
“courageous” columnist has also 
characterized AIDS and breast 
cancer as “boutique diseases,” inti¬ 
mating they receive too much 
money and attention while “real” 
diseases languish in darkness. So 
we must remember his world view 
as we read his commentary.

She does not 
suffer fools gladly, but then, San 
Franciscans didn’t vote for her 
based upon a reputation for pa¬ 
tience.

“While this budget goes a long 
way towards ensuring that the 
approximately one in 280 Cali¬ 
fornians living with HIV/AIDS 
will have access to important 
treatments, the budget now falls 
short of what is necessary to pre¬ 
vent the continuing spread of 
HIV, for which we have no cure,” 
said Fred Dillon, Public Policy 
Associate for the San Francisco 
AIDS Foundation. 

Despite estimates by the De¬ 
partment of Health Services’ 
AIDS Office that 8,000 Californi¬ 
ans will become infected with 
HIV next.year, Wilson used his 
line item veto authority at the 
eleventh hour to blue-pencil the 
$1.6 million in testing and coun¬ 
seling funds at family planning 
clinics in California. 

Dillon said, “Our ability to ef¬ 
fectively fight the continuing 
spread of HIV in California has 
been reduced.” 

However, hostage-taking is a 
two-edged sword: already Demo¬ 
cratic lawmakers are talking 
about holding Wilson’s school 
testing program hostage not just 
for the money Wilson has set 
aside, but also for items he reject¬ 
ed. Included in the cuts are pre¬ 


natal care for illegal immigrants, 
$30 million in healthcare for in¬ 
digent people, $17 million for 
legal immigrants, $28 million in 
higher education funding with 
$23 million of those cuts on the 
community college level, and 
much more. 

While Wilson vows he won’t 
restore anything but hostage 


funds, lawmakers know he is anx¬ 
ious to leave office with a legacy of 
educational reform, which will 
make him vulnerable to their de¬ 
mands and hold-outs. 

And so, the battle rages on. 
Meanwhile, as in any Grade B 
melodrama, onlookers are trans¬ 
fixed as lives and survival remain 
at risk. T 
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PEP debate: communities of color feel 
steamrolled by the enthusiasm

utreach by the San Francisco 
|| Department of Public 
Health (DPH) over the city’s 
planned postexposure prophylax¬ 
is (PEP) program has led to con¬ 
cerns expressed by some HIV pre¬ 
vention advocates that communi¬ 
ties of color are being run over in 
the rush to begin PEP this fall. 


Tension over the issue sparked a 
debate at the Wednesday, August 
13 meeting of the PEP Communi¬ 
ty Advisory Board (CAB). 

Because the study of utilizing 
PEP for sexual exposure has not 
been done before, data about its 
effectiveness is not available. The 
underlying premise of PEP for 
sexual exposure is that serocon¬ 
version may be prevented by be¬ 
ginning treatment with HIV drugs 


within 72 hours of an exposure. 
There are risks associated with 
PEP, including the concern that 
people may behave unsafely if they 
believe they can gain protection 
with PEP after sex; the toxicity of 
the drugs; and the possibility that 
PEP could speed up the emer¬ 
gence of antiretroviral resistance. 

The DPH and University of 
California, San Francisco (UCSF) 
have applied for a National Insti¬ 
tutes of Health (NIH) grant for a 
PEP program and research study 
involving 500 people. It is expect¬ 
ed that the program will not end 
once 500 people have participat¬ 
ed; in fact, PEP is already available 
in the city through some private 
physicians. 

At one point during last week’s 
CAB meeting, Andy Williams of 
the UCSF’s Center for AIDS Pre¬ 
vention Studies (CAPS) said an 
earlier comment that “there’s no 
turning back the clock” on PEP 
was a “very middle-class, white, 


bourgeois remark. 

, “I think there is tension here 
that it [PEP] is set in stone and 
going forward,” Williams said. 
“Before a educational campaign is 
designed, there are ways to run 
these quick focus groups that 
won’t be at great cost and you can 
still move forward.” 

Greater good - of whom? 

Dr. Joshua Bamberger, one of 
the researchers involved in the 
PEP project, said he has been 
going to various HIV/AIDS agen¬ 
cies to discuss the planned pro¬ 
gram. Last Tuesday, August 12, he 
went to the National Task Force 
on AIDS Prevention (NTFAP) 
and had what he described as a 
“very difficult meeting.” 

“Are we causing harm just be 
talking about it, and who has the 
responsibility, researchers? The 
media?” Bamberger asked. “It’s 
very, very hard to walk in the mid¬ 
dle. I’m going to continue this 


with as many agencies as possible. 
I think it’s very important we do 
a better job with our media rela¬ 
tions and outreach.” 

Christopher Smith, with the 
NTFAP’s New Village program, 
then asked exactly what the coun¬ 
seling piece will look like for PEP 
and cautioned that communities 
of color may not be best served by 
PEP. “I’m hearing about the 
greater good, but the greater good 
of whom?” Smith asked. “People 
are already being more careless, 
people are already making those 
decisions.” 

Smith also criticized the early 
use of the term “morning after” to 
describe PEP. The term is no longer 
being used by advocates of PEP, but 
initially it appeared in news ac¬ 
counts as an overly simple phrase 
used to describe the program. 

“How do you measure the 
damage that was done?” asked 
Smith. 

Added James Abrams, of 
NTFAP, “One half of our commu¬ 
nities still don’t know what [HIV] 
infection is about.” 

Dr. Michelle Roland once 
again asked CAB members to 
form a working group to help 
with the prevention aspects asso¬ 
ciated with PEP, especially relating 
to how people should continue to 
practice safe sex and not use the 
availability of PEP as an excuse to 
engage in unsafe sex. 

“I think the reality is that PEP 
exists and we’re going to do our 
study,” Roland said. “We hope to 
focus on the study as best as pos¬ 
sible for everybody. The broader 
issues are bigger than just this 
study. I also feel there [is] concrete 
stuff about the study that people 
want to know about.” 

Good news on the grant 

In another matter at the CAB 
meeting, Roland announced that 
a review of the $2 million federal 
grant to study PEP for sexual ex¬ 
posures was more favorable than 
initially expected, primarily be¬ 
cause of the bureaucratic maze 
such grant applications must go 
through. “We actually got a very 
good review back on the grant, 
and there’s a very good sense that 
it will be funded,” she said. 

According to a draft of the re¬ 
view, the NIH was greatly im¬ 
pressed with the UCSF and DPH 
staff associated with the project. 
“The academic productivity of 
the UCSF group has been re¬ 
markable, and the work done by 
this group has consistently been 
creative and cutting edge.” 

The review went on to state that 
the application was densely packed 
with information and that the pre¬ 
liminary data section “clearly es¬ 
tablishes the experience of the re¬ 
searchers with respect to their sur¬ 
vey experience, their experience 
working with recruitment sites 
and organizations, their ability to 
assess risk behaviors, their ability 
to recruit from minority popula¬ 
tions ... their experience in the ad¬ 
ministration of PEP and other 
HIV-relevant medications... .” 

Roland told the B.A.R. there is 
a good chance that the grant may 
not be fully funded; if that is the 
case, the research team would 
continue to raise private funds for 
the project. ▼

Using Crystal? 
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UCSF Stimulant Treatment 
Research Program 
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Monetary Reimbursement for Participation

Jll small study of men who 
have sex with men has re¬ 
vealed that 26 percent said 
they were “less concerned about 
becoming HIV-positive” because 
of the new treatments. That has 
led researchers to conclude that 
recent advances are affecting the 
sexual decision-making of some 
high-risk HIV-negative gay men. 
Nonetheless, most of the 54 men 
surveyed are not letting medical 
advances affect their decisions, 
said Dr. James Dilley, principal in¬ 
vestigator of the study for the 
University of California, San 
Francisco and AIDS Health Pro¬ 
ject (AHP). 

“I think the most important 
finding is that most peoples sexu¬ 
al decision-making is not being 
influenced by advancements in 
treatment. That’s the good news,” 
Dilley told the Bay Area Reporter. 

The findings were published as 
a letter in the August 14 issue of 
the New England Journal of Medi¬ 
cine. Dilley said the survey was 
conducted between December 
1996 and March 1997, before 
there was widespread talk of be¬ 
ginning postexposure prophylax¬ 
is (PEP) in San Francisco. [See re¬ 
lated story, previous page.]

PEP is expected to start at 
three city sites this fall. Under the 
program, people who think they 
may have been exposed to HIV 
can come in with 72 hours of the 
exposure. Those who consent to 
the research study will undergo 
counseling and most likely begin 
combination therapy for 28 days. 

The risks associated with PEP, 
in addition to there being no 
available data on its effectiveness, 
include the concern that people 
may engage in unsafe sex if they 
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believe they can gain protection 
with PEP after sex; the toxicity of 
the drugs; and the possibility that 
PEP could speed up the emer¬ 
gence of antiretroviral resistance. 
Dilley looks at PEP as an “experi¬ 
mental approach,” but said that 
the way it’s being structured now, 
there will be no way to tell 
whether it’s working. 

‘No picnic’ 

Dilley’s survey, which was also 
conducted by Drs. William Woods 
and William McFarland, asked the 
men to what extent they agreed 
with several statements based on 
new treatments for HIV-positive 
people. According to the survey, 59 
percent of the men strongly dis¬ 
agreed with the statement “I am 
much less concerned about be¬ 
coming HIV-positive myself,” and 
78 percent strongly disagreed with

VIRACEPT should not be administered concurrently with terfenadine, astemizole, cisapride, triazolam or 
midazolam, because competition for CYP3A by nelfinavir could result in inhibition of the metabolism of 
these drugs and create the potential for serious and/or life-threatening cardiac arrhythmias or prolonged 
sedation. 

PRECAUTIONS 

General 

Nelfinavir is principally metabolized by the liver. Therefore, caution should be exercised when 
administering this drug to patients with hepatic impairment. 

Resistance/Cross Resistance: Because the potential for HIV cross resistance between protease inhibitors 
has not been fully explored, it is unknown what effect nelfinavir therapy will have on the activity of 
subsequently administered protease inhibitors. (See MICROBIOLOGY in complete prescribing information.) 
Hemophilia 

There have been reports of increased bleeding, including spontaneous skin hematomas and hemarthrosis, 
in patients with hemophilia type A and B treated with protease inhibitors. In some patients, additional factor 
VIII was given. In more than half of the reported cases, treatment with protease inhibitors was continued or 
reintroduced. A causal relationship has not been established. 

Information For Patients 

For optimal absorption, patients should be advised to take VIRACEPT with food. (See Pharmacokinetics 
and DOSAGE AND ADMINISTRATION) 

Patients should be informed that VIRACEPT is not a cure for HIV infection and that they may continue to 
acquire illnesses associated with advanced HIV infection, including opportunistic infections. 

Patients should be told that the long-term effects of VIRACEPT are unknown at this time. They should be 
told that there is currently no data demonstrating that VIRACEPT therapy can reduce the risk of transmitting 
HIV to others through sexual contact or blood contamination. 

Patients should be advised to take VIRACEPT every day as prescribed. Patients should not alter the dose or 
discontinue therapy without consulting with their doctor. If a dose is missed, patients should take the dose as 
soon as possible and then return to their normal schedule. However, if a dose is skipped, the patient should 
not double the next dose. 

The most frequent adverse event associated with VIRACEPT is diarrhea, which can usually be controlled 
with non-prescription drugs, such as loperamide, which slow gastrointestinal motility. 

VIRACEPT may interact with some drugs, therefore, patients should be advised to report to their doctor the 
use of any other prescription or non-prescription medication. 

Patients receiving oral contraceptives should be instructed that alternate or additional contraceptive 
measures should be used during therapy with VIRACEPT. 

Drug Interactions 

Nelfinavir is an inhibitor of CYP3A (cytochrome P450 3A). Coadministration of VIRACEPT and drugs 
primarily metabolized by CYP3A may result in increased plasma concentrations of the other drug that could 
increase or prolong both its therapeutic and adverse effects. Nelfinavir is metabolized in part by CYP3A. 
Coadministration of VIRACEPT and drugs that induce CYP3A may decrease nelfinavir plasma concentrations 
and reduce its therapeutic effect. Coadministration of VIRACEPT and drugs that inhibit CYP3A may increase 
nelfinavir plasma concentrations. 

Based on known metabolic profiles, clinically significant drug interactions are not expected between 
VIRACEPT and dapsone, trimethoprim/sulfamethoxazole, clarithromycin, azithromycin, erythromycin, 
itraconazole or fluconazole. 

Antihistamines 

Terfenadine: Administration of terfenadine with VIRACEPT resulted in the appearance of unchanged 
terfenadine in plasma; therefore, VIRACEPT should not be administered concurrently with terfenadine 
because of the potential for serious and/or life-threatening cardiac arrhythmias. Because a similar interaction 
is likely, VIRACEPT should also not be administered concurrently with astemizole. 

Anti-HIV protea se inhibitors 

Indinavir: Coadministration of indinavir with VIRACEPT resulted in an 83% increase in nelfinavir plasma 
AUC and a 51% increase in indinavir plasma AUC. The safety of this combination has not been established. 

Ritonavir: Coadministration of ritonavir with VIRACEPT resulted in a 152% increase in nelfinavir plasma 
AUC and very little change in ritonavir plasma AUC. The safety of this combination has not been established. 

Saquinavir: Coadministration of saquinavir with VIRACEPT resulted in an 18% increase in nelfinavir plasma 
AUC and a 392% increase in saquinavir plasma AUC. If used in combination, no dose adjustments are needed. 
Antifungal agents 

Ketoconazole: Coadministration of ketoconazole with VIRACEPT resulted in a 35% increase in nelfinavir 
plasma AUC. This change was not considered clinically significant and no dose adjustment is needed when 
ketoconazole and VIRACEPT are coadministered. 

Anti-HIV reverse transcript ase inhibito rs 

Didanosine: It is recommended that didanosine be administered on an empty stomach; therefore, 
nelfinavir should be administered (with food) one hour after or more than two hours before didanosine. 

Zidovudine: Coadministration of zidovudine and lamivudine with VIRACEPT resulted in a 35% decrease in 
zidovudine plasma AUC. A dose adjustment is not needed when zidovudine is administered with VIRACEPT. 

Little or no change in the pharmacokinetics of either drug was observed when VIRACEPT was 
coadministered with lamivudine or stavudine. 

Anti mycobacterial agents 

Rifabutin: Coadministration of rifabutin and VIRACEPT resulted in a 32% decrease in nelfinavir plasma 
AUC and a 207% increase in rifabutin plasma AUC. It is recommended that the dose of rifabutin be reduced to 
one-half the usual dose when administered with VIRACEPT. 

Rifampin: Coadministration of rifampin and VIRACEPT resulted in an 82% decrease in nelfinavir plasma 
AUC. VIRACEPT and rifampin should not be coadministered. 

Oral Contraceptives 

Ethinyl estradiol and norethindrone: Coadministration of VIRACEPT with 0VC0N-35 resulted in a 47% 
decrease in ethinyl estradiol and an 18% decrease in norethindrone plasma concentrations. Alternate or 
additional contraceptive measures should be used during therapy with VIRACEPT. 

Carcinogenesis and Mutagenesis 

Carcinogenicity studies in animals have not yet been completed. Nelfinavir was not, however, mutagenic or 
clastogenic in a battery of in vitro and in vivo tests including microbial mutagenesis (Ames), mouse 
lymphoma, chromosome aberrations in human lymphocytes, and an in vivo rat micronucleus assay. 
Pregnancy, Fertility and Reproduction - Pregnancy Category B 

Comparisons of systemic exposure are based on the steady-state area under the plasma concentration time 
curve (AUC) observed in humans receiving the recommended therapeutic dose. Nelfinavir produced no effects 
on either male or female mating and fertility or embryo survival in rat studies at exposures comparable to 
human therapeutic exposure. There were also no effects on fetal development or maternal toxicity when 
nelfinavir was administered to pregnant rats at systemic exposures comparable to human exposure. 
Administration of nelfinavir to pregnant rabbits resulted in no fetal development effects up to a dose at which a 
slight decrease in maternal body weight was observed; however, even at the highest dose evaluated, systemic 
exposure in rabbits was significantly lower than human exposure. Additional studies in rats indicated that 
exposure to nelfinavir in females from mid-pregnancy through lactation had no effect on the survival, growth, 
and development of the offspring to weaning. Subsequent reproductive performance of these offspring was 
also not affected by maternal exposure to nelfinavir. However, there are no adequate and well-controlled 
studies in pregnant women. Because animal reproduction studies are not always predictive of human 
response, VIRACEPT should be used during pregnancy only if clearly needed. 


Nursing Mothers 

The US Public Health Service Centers for Disease Control and Prevention advises HIV-infected women not 
to breast-feed to avoid postnatal transmission of HIV to a child who may not yet be infected. Studies in 
lactating rats have demonstrated that nelfinavir is excreted in milk. It is not known whether nelfinavir is 
excreted in human milk. 

Pediatric Use 

Nelfinavir was studied in one open-label, uncontrolled trial in 38 pediatric patients ranging in age from 2 to 
13 years. In order to achieve plasma concentrations in pediatric patients which approximate those observed 
in adults, the recommended pediatric dose is 20-30 mg/kg given three times daily, not to exceed 750 mg 
three times a day. (See DOSAGE AND ADMINISTRATION) 

A similar adverse event profile was seen during the pediatric clinical trial as in adult patients. The 
evaluation of the antiviral activity of nelfinavir in pediatric patients is ongoing. 

The safety, effectiveness and pharmacokinetics of nelfinavir have not been evaluated in pediatric patients 
below the age of 2 years. 

ADVERSE REACTIONS 

The safety of VIRACEPT was studied in over 1500 patients who received drug either alone or in 
combination with nucleoside analogues (d4T or ZDV/3TC). The majority of adverse events were of mild 
intensity. The most frequently reported adverse event among patients receiving VIRACEPT was diarrhea, 
which was generally of mild to moderate intensity. 

Drug-related clinical adverse experiences of moderate or severe intensity in >2% of patients treated 
with VIRACEPT coadministered with ZDV plus 3TC (Study 511) or in combination with d4T (Study 506) for up to 
24 weeks are presented in Table 1.

Adverse events occurring in less than 2% of patients receiving VIRACEPT in all phase ll/lll clinical trials 
and considered at least possibly related or of unknown relationship to treatment and of at least moderate 
severity are listed below. 

Body as a Whole: accidental injury, allergic reaction, back pain, fever, headache, malaise, and pain. 

Digestive System: anorexia, dyspepsia, epigastric pain, gastrointestinal bleeding, hepatitis, mouth ulceration, 
pancreatitis and vomiting. 

Hemic/Lymphatic System: anemia, leukopenia and thrombocytopenia. 

Metabolic/Nutritional System: increases in alkaline phosphate, amylase, creatine phosphokinase, lactic 
dehydrogenase, SGOT, SGPT and gamma glutamyl transpeptidase; hyperlipemia, hyperuricemia, 
hypoglycemia, dehydration, and liver function tests abnormal. 

Musculoskeletal System: arthralgia, arthritis, cramps, myalgia, myasthenia and myopathy. 

Nervous System: anxiety, depression, dizziness, emotional lability, hyperkinesia, insomnia, migraine, 
paresthesia, seizures, sleep disorder, somnolence and suicide ideation. 

Respiratory System: dyspnea, pharyngitis, rhinitis, and sinusitis. 

Skin/Appendages: dermatitis, folliculitis, fungal dermatitis, maculopapular rash, pruritus, sweating, and urticaria. 
Special Senses: acute iritis and eye disorder. 

Urogenital System: kidney calculus, sexual dysfunction and urine abnormality. 

Laboratory Abnormalities 

Few patients experienced significant laboratory abnormalities while receiving VIRACEPT. The percentage of 
patients with marked laboratory abnormalities in Studies 511 and 506 are presented in Table 2. Marked 
laboratory abnormalities are defined as a Grade 3 or 4 abnormality in a patient with a normal baseline value or 
a Grade 4 abnormality in a patient with a Grade 1 abnormality at baseline.

OVERDOSAGE 

Human experience of acute overdose with VIRACEPT is limited. There is no specific antidote for overdose 
with VIRACEPT. If indicated, elimination of unabsorbed drug should be achieved by emesis or gastric lavage. 
Administration of activated charcoal may also be used to aid removal of unabsorbed drug. Since nelfinavir is 
highly protein bound, dialysis is unlikely to significantly remove drug from blood. 

DOSAGE AND ADMINISTRATION 

Adults: The recommended dose is 750 mg (three 250 mg tablets) three times daily. VIRACEPT should be 
taken with a meal or light snack. Antiviral activity of VIRACEPT is enhanced when VIRACEPT is administered 
in combination with nucleoside analogues. Therefore, it is recommended that VIRACEPT be used in 
combination with nucleoside analogues. 

Pediatric Patients (2-13 years): The recommended oral dose of VIRACEPT for pediatric patients 2 to 13 
years of age is 20-30 mg/kg per dose, three times daily with a meal or a light snack. (See complete 
prescribing information for dosage table.) For children unable to take tablets, VIRACEPT Oral Powder may be 
administered. VIRACEPT Oral Powder should not be reconstituted with water in its original container.

I ' with a boycott over a gay- 
inclusive storyline in the daily 
comic strip For Better or For 
Worse this week. 

For Better or For Worse author 
Lynn Johnston first introduced a 
gay-themed storyline when the 
character Lawrence, the best friend 
of Michael Patterson, a member of 
the comic strip’s central family, 
came out as a young gay man three 
years ago. At that time, 13 newspa¬ 
pers canceled the strip - of some 
1,700 papers throughout the U.S. 
and Canada that run it daily - and 
at least 25 other papers requested 
“rerun” strips. 

The storyline this week will 
focus on Lawrence and his 
boyfriend, Ben, who may be mov¬ 
ing to Paris to study piano. In 
protest, the Christian Family Net¬ 
work (CFN) in Dayton, Ohio and 
the American Family Association 
(AFA) of Tupelo, Mississippi have 
called for their members to refuse 
delivery of their newspapers from 


August 20 to August 23. Individ¬ 
uals who refuse delivery do not 
pay for those days’ newspapers. 

Concerned about the econom¬ 
ic impact on newspapers that run 
the Ben-and-Lawrence storyline, 
the Gay and Lesbian Alliance 
Against Defamation (GLAAD) is 
urging the gay and lesbian com¬ 
munity to show support by buy¬ 
ing three copies of papers with 
For Better or For Worse on those 
days, and sending the extras to the 
CFN and AFA. 

“These radical religious groups 
are asking their members to boy¬ 
cott newspapers sight unseen,” 
said Joan M. Garry, executive di¬ 
rector of GLAAD. “It’s ironic, since 
Lynn Johnston’s strip is one of the 
most family-friendly comics run¬ 
ning today. We feel that everyone 
should read For Better or For 
Worse-and make up their own 
minds about the storyline. 

“By sending these groups the 
newspapers, we hope they will 
take the opportunity to do just 
that.” 

GLAAD also urges gays and 
lesbians to contact their local 
newspaper and register support 


Shrink less, 
gay more

' \ ays and lesbians have 
gained a measure of addi¬ 
tional protection from po¬ 
tential abuse at the hands of the 
counseling community. The 
American Psychological Associa¬ 
tion (APA) - which, at 150,000 
members, is the nation’s largest 
such professional group - over¬ 
whelmingly passed a resolution 
at its Chicago convention that re¬ 
stricts the use of “conversion” or 
“reparative” therapy to change 
sexual orientation. 

The APA said there was no 
scientific proof that the tech¬ 
nique works and there is poten¬ 
tial for harm. It now requires 
members to gain “informed con¬ 
sent” from patients by first advis¬ 
ing them that being gay is not an 
illness, and that there are poten¬ 
tial risks and no proven benefits 
to the therapy. Members who fail 
to do so may be censured. 

The resolution stops short of 
calling reparative therapy uneth¬ 
ical. A proposal to do so was con¬ 
sidered two years ago but was 
shelved when it generated highly 


vocal opposition, primarily from 
the far right. Some feared that 
such wording would restrict 
members’ freedom of speech and 
not withstand a legal challenge. 
That is the same argument now 
being used to thwart Clinton ad¬ 
ministration efforts to muzzle 
physicians’ discussions with their 
patients about the medical use of 
marijuana. 

‘Psychological terrorism’ 

“These [reparative] therapies 
amount to nothing more than 
psychological terrorism and are 
generally performed by practi¬ 
tioners who harbor intense bias 
against gay people,” charged 
David M. Smith, spokesman for 
the Human Rights Campaign 
(HRC). Therapists “usually are 
affiliated with extremist religious 
groups that promote the illusion 
that sexual orientation can be 
changed to further their political 
aims.” 

National Lesbian and Gay 
Health Association Executive Di¬ 
rector Beverly Saunders Biddle 
argued, “These therapies 
strengthen the erroneous belief

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Representative makes schools 
choose: principles or money

m n the past few weeks, more 

than two dozen colleges, uni- 
!§ versities, and law schools have 

learned they are not going to 
be getting most of their federal 
funds anymore. These schools 
prohibit the armed services from 
recruiting on campus because of 
the military’s discrimination 
against homosexuals. 

Now, their non-discrimination 
polices are running against ex¬ 
pansion of two little-known laws 
that tie federal funds to recruiting 
on campus. 

Representative Gerald 

Solomon, a New York Republican 
who scored 100% on the Christ¬ 
ian Coalition’s scorecard of the 
104th Congress, and is, by most 
accounts, no friend of lesbians 
and gays, has attached an amend¬ 
ment to the Omnibus consolidat¬ 
ed Appropriations Act of 1997 
that states “no funds ... for the 
Departments of Defense, Trans¬ 
portation, Labor, Health and 
Human Services, Education, and 
Related Agencies may be provid¬ 
ed by contract or grant (including 
a grant of funds to be available for 
student aid) to a covered school 
that has a policy or practice that 
either prohibits, or in effect pre¬ 
vents, the Secretary of Defense 
from obtaining, for military pur¬ 


poses, entry to campuses.” This is 
an expansion of his 1994 amend¬ 
ment to a Defense spending bill 
that took away only Department 
of Defense contracts and grants, 
which few universities receive. 

It needs to be noted that 
Solomon and his staff have been 
completely uncooperative for this 
article. However, he told National 
Public Radio the law is needed to 
help the military attract the 
brightest students. He added, 
“Fair is fair. If they want to accept 
the offerings from their govern¬ 
ment, then they certainly should 
let government come onto their 
campuses the same as they do to 
other private sector corporate in¬ 
terests.” 

Perhaps some of the conflict 
lies in Solomon’s conclusion that 
military recruiters, as representa¬ 
tives of the United States Govern¬ 
ment, are the same as “private sec¬ 
tor corporate interests.” 

On the House floor, Solomon 
argued, “This amendment would 
simply prevent funds appropriat¬ 
ed in this act from going to insti¬ 
tutions of higher learning which 
prevent military recruiting on 
their campus, or have an anti- 
ROTC policy. It is more impor¬ 
tant than ever that we not allow 
campus administrators with ide¬ 
ological agendas to prevent re¬ 
cruiters from explaining the ben¬ 
efits of an honorable career in our 
Armed Forces to our young peo¬ 


ple.” 

Solomon also pointed to the 
military’s current trouble filling 
its recruiting quotas, which he 
blames on defense cuts. However, 
others have a different view of the 
military’s recruiting problems. 
They cite sex scandals, a robust 
economy, and low military wages 
that make a military family of 
four eligible for food stamps in 
most states. 

C. Dixson Osborn, Co-Execu¬ 
tive Director of the Servicemem- 
bers Legal Defense Network, a 
legal agency which represents gay 
and lesbian servicemembers, said, 
“The military has shot itself in the 
foot and is now unable to com¬ 
pete with civilian life.” Osborn 
confirmed that all the military 
branches, especially the Army, are 
far off their recruiting marks. 

“This [Solomon’s amend¬ 
ment] is another way the ‘Don’t 
Ask, Don’t Tell’ policy is creeping 
into people’s lives in a bad way,” 
said Osborn. “Now they are trying 
to force compliance with policies 
that discriminate against gay peo¬ 
ple.” 

Referring to the sex scandals 
associated with the military’s un¬ 
willingness to enforce its person¬ 
nel policies uniformly, Osborn 
said, “People are seeing how the 
military treats its people, especial¬ 
ly gays and lesbians and women, 
and they are not willing to risk 
losing everything they have to

Religious objection only 

Schools in New England states 
are the hardest hit by this new 
policy. Every New England state 
has anti-discrimination laws 
which pertain to sexual orienta¬ 
tion, and most schools in those 
states have been denying re¬ 
cruiters access. Solomon says 
states can get around anti-dis¬ 
crimination laws by exempting 
military recruiters as New York 
has done. 

Connecticut schools face a 
unique problem: Connecticut’s 
1991 state law prohibiting dis¬ 
crimination on the basis of sexu¬ 
al orientation has been interpret¬ 
ed by its courts to mean that it is 
against state law to allow military 
recruiters on campuses. 

Solomon asserts that his 
amendment would not affect di¬ 
rect student aid such as Federal 
Direct Loans and Pell Grants. 
However, the Department of Edu¬ 
cation disagrees. They are the fed¬ 
eral agency that administers these 
programs. Jamie Studley, Deputy 


General Counsel, said, “Students 
are affected, because any federal 
funds that are funneled through 
the universities will be cut off.” 
According to Studley, this in¬ 
cludes Perkins Loans to the need¬ 
iest students and Work Study 
funds. She added, “The burden 
falls most heavily on students 
with the greatest financial need.” 

Ironically, the only challenge to 
Solomon’s amendment on the 
House floor was not representing 
the interests of gay and lesbian 
people. Instead, it came from 
Texas Democrat Sheila Jackson 
Lee, who pointed out that 
Solomon’s amendment also 
shows bias against religious insti¬ 
tutions that do not allow secular 
military or ROTC recruiting on 
their campuses. She argued that it 
was an unfair mixing of church 
and state. 

Because of Solomon’s amend¬ 
ment, colleges and universities 
will have to choose between their 
principles of decency toward les¬ 
bians and gays, and lots of money. 

Schools have until March of 
1998 to make their choice. T

gays, lesbians, and bisexuals be¬ 
cause of their sexual orientation. 
Last year, Congress passed federal 
legislation that prohibits various 
federal departments from giving 
grants or contracts to any college 
that prohibits military recruit¬ 
ment on campus. [See related 
story, this page.] 

As a result, the U.S. Depart¬ 
ment of Education notified City 
College that funds for three finan¬ 
cial aid programs would be con¬ 
sidered grants or contracts.

King vs. queens in Sacto

A niece of the late Reverend Martin Luther King, Jr. denounced 
homosexuality, gay people, and legislation designed to pro¬ 
tect them in Sacramento Tuesday, August 12. Alveda Celeste 
King told a crowd of about 100 attending a Capitol rally that “no 
one is enslaving homosexuals ... or making them sit in the back of 
the bus,” and said “to equate homosexuality with race is to give a 
death sentence to civil rights.” She referred to Carole Migden and 
Sheila Kuehl, both open lesbians in the state Assembly, and implied 
they “want to steal away the civil rights from under our very noses.” 

The legislation to which King objected, which Kuehl authored, 
would expand job and housing laws to gays. Kuehl later chided King 
in a statement for making “it appear that civil rights leaders feel it 
is inappropriate to compare the struggles of the gay and lesbian 
community with the African-American civil rights movement.” 

In fact, the gay and African-American communities often work to¬ 
gether on matters of civil rights. The day before King’s rally, gay and les¬ 
bian leaders held a press conference in San Francisco to show support 
for the Reverend Jesse Jackson’s march for Affirmative Action. ▼ 


mously voted to rescind the ban. 

“The ban instituted in 1992 is 
one of the biggest, best things 
we’ve ever done,” Robins said, 
adding the board should instead 
raise the $1.7 million so that the 
military recruitment ban could 
stay in place.

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Memo shows ‘don’t ask, don’t tell’ flaws

n internal Pentagon memo 
obtained by United Press 

si International last week 
shows that top officials knew 
there were problems with en¬ 
forcement of the Clinton admin¬ 
istration’s “don’t ask, don’t tell” 
policy toward gays in the military 
nearly two months before a re¬ 
view of its enforcement was or¬ 
dered. 

On May 12, the Pentagon for¬ 
mally opened a review into en¬ 
forcement of the 1994 policy, 
which was designed to allow gays 
to serve in the military as long as 
they kept their homosexuality 
private. 

Officials say the review was 
prompted, at least in part, by 
complaints that the number of 
gays dismissed from the military 
- 850 in 1996 - has actually in¬ 
creased 42 percent under the pol¬ 
icy. 

The Pentagon memo shows 
that top officials were aware of 
overzealous enforcement six 
weeks before the review was 
launched. 

In it, former Undersecretary of 
Defense for Personnel and Readi¬ 
ness Edwin Dorn warned top 
leaders that his office has informa¬ 
tion “that some service members 
have been threatened with being 
reported as homosexual after they 
rebuffed sexual advances or them¬ 
selves reported acts of sexual mis¬ 
conduct by others.” 

Dorn, who has since retired, 
addressed the March 24 memo to 
the service secretaries, Chairman 
of the Joint Chiefs of Staff John 
Shalikashvili and the Defense De¬ 
partment’s Inspector General. 
Aides to each said their office had 
seen the memo and passed it 
down the chain of command. 


But activist groups contend 
that the memo shows boot-drag¬ 
ging on the military’s behalf to¬ 
ward reining-in excessive en¬ 
forcement of the policy. 

The memo goes on to detail 
how the policy should be en¬ 
forced: an investigation can’t be 
launched simply because a service 
member reports being threatened 
or harassed for perceived homo¬ 
sexuality. 

It also warns that investigators 
cannot solicit allegations about 
the sexuality of a person who has 
been threatened. 

‘Just wrong’ 

Pentagon spokeswoman 
Major Monica Aloisio said Dorn’s 
memo was just a reminder, and 
that the subsequent review does¬ 
n’t mean the document was ig¬ 
nored. She said the review was or¬ 
dered so officials can review the 
cases of each of the 850 people 
who were discharged for homo¬ 
sexuality last year. 

Asked if the review was 
prompted because Dorn’s memo 
was ignored, Aloisio replied, “No, 
that’s just wrong.” 

Michelle Benecke, co-director 
of the Servicemembers Legal De¬ 
fense Network, which tracks the 
treatment of gays in the military, 
says both the memo and review 
“show that this really isn’t the best 
possible policy.” Her group op¬ 
poses “don’t ask, don’t tell,” say¬ 
ing it allows the military to treat 
gays and lesbians differently from 
heterosexuals. 

SLDN is particularly con¬ 
cerned about the policy being 
used against women. Women who 
reject sexual advances, Benecke 
said, are frequently labeled les¬ 
bians. Figures from the military it¬ 
self show that a disproportionate 
number of women have been dis¬ 
missed from service under the 


policy. 

In 1996, 29 percent of the ho¬ 
mosexual discharges were issued 
to women, although the active 
duty military is only 13 percent 
female. In the Army, 41 percent of 
discharges were given to women, 
who account for about 13 percent 
of that service branch. 

That part of the issue came up 
most recently in the case of 
Sergeant Major of the Army Gene 
McKinney, whom six women 
have accused of sexual miscon¬ 
duct. One of them, retired 
Sargeant Brenda Hoster, agreed to 
testify against the Army’s top en¬ 
listed man only if the prosecution 
agreed to object to any questions 
about her sexual past that did not 
pertain to the case.

The Houston Chronicle report¬ 
ed Sunday, August 17 that Lieu¬ 
tenant Colonel Loren Stephen 
Loomis and military gay rights ad¬ 
vocates are contesting his forced 
discharge a week before he became 
eligible for pension benefits.

‘Billy club’ 

Such tactics highlight a prob¬ 
lem - “gay-baiting,” advocates call 
it - of which the military has 
been aware even before “don’t 
ask, don’t tell” was instituted. 

A 1992 Army 91st Division 
survey on sexual harassment con¬ 
cluded, “The prohibition against 
homosexuals in the Army results 
in a subtle ‘billy club’ for anyone 
to use against single women in 
the Army. When they turn down 
a date with another soldier, it is 
often whispered, unjustifiably, 


blocks gays from openly dis¬ 
cussing their lifestyle. 

The Fort Hood officer’s sexual 
orientation was revealed after an 
unrelated crime - when investiga¬ 
tors looking for other evidence 
viewed a videotape connected to 
an arson at his house. 

Loomis received a “less than 
honorable” discharge for “behav¬ 
ior unbecoming an officer” after 
he appeared in the video engaging 
in homosexual behavior with 
other officers. He was within two 
weeks of discharge with full pen¬ 
sion when the tape came to light. 

The resolution of the case trig¬ 
gered new concerns over the mil¬ 
itary’s gay policy. 


that she is ‘lesbian.’” 

The Pentagon has made it 
clear that it has no intention of 
changing the policy, saying the re¬ 
view is only studying how “don’t 
ask, don’t tell” is being enforced. 
Aloisio said the study, to be com¬ 
pleted next month, will help de¬ 
termine that the policy is being 
enforced uniformly and properly 
in all service branches. 

Officials have conceded that 
this isn’t the case right now. Fred 
Pang, the assistant secretary for 
management and the man head¬ 
ing the review, was recently quot¬ 
ed as saying, “If you ask me 
whether I think the policy is 
being perfectly implemented, the 
answer to that is no. It’s a very 
complicated policy.” T 


Kirk Childress of the Service- 
members Legal Defense Network 
in Washington, DC says other sol¬ 
diers, including Air Force First 
Lieutenant Kelly Flinn, received 
lighter treatment despite more 
egregious violations of codes of 
conduct. 

Loomis plans to take his case 
to the Board for Correction of 
Military Records in Washington, 
DC, since Secretary of the Army 
Togo West refused to reverse the 
July 14 ruling at Fort Hood. Con¬ 
gressman Barney Frank of Massa¬ 
chusetts has spearheaded an effort 
by lawmakers to investigate 
whether Loomis’s discharge was 
spurred by anti-gay bias. ▼

Megan’s Law provides dangerous 
data for better or for worse

known as Assembly Bill 1562 and 
Penal Code 290.4) defines two 
categories of criminals - “high 
risk” and “serious” sex offenders - 
who must register for life with the 
police wherever they go.

n the last year, dozens of states 
across America have instituted

in California, “Megan’s Law” (also

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naming approximately 64,000 “se¬ 
rious” offenders, 1,500 of whom 
are categorized as “high risk.” 
Within days of the disks release, 
civil libertarians were warning 
that some members of the public 
were already using the informa¬ 
tion irresponsibly. 

Counterfeit posters appeared 
in Santa Rosa and San Francisco, 
smearing the reputations of peo¬ 
ple who were never accused of sex 
offenses. In Covina, California, a 
group of neighbors torched the 
car of a man who was a sex of¬ 
fender but who had been living 
without incident in the neighbor¬ 
hood for a year. 

Elizabeth Schroeder, Associate 
Director of the ACLU of Southern 
California, told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter the car bombing “was an 
inevitable and predictable result 
of release of the new CD-ROM. 
This criminal act of vigilantism 
occurred only four days after the 
computer list went on-line. The 
link between the CD-ROM and 
the firebombing is clear. After the 
list was made public, flyers ap¬ 
peared throughout the neighbor¬ 
hood.” 

According to Schroeder, “The 
statute specifically prohibits dis¬ 
tribution of information on the 
list, and viewers must sign a state¬ 
ment acknowledging that it is 
against the law to disseminate the 
information,” but she warned that 
“the power of this notice to pre- 
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vent abuse is as thin as 
the paper it is printed 
on. 

“No doubt, more 
vandalism and violence 
will take place as more 
members of the public 
view the CD-ROM,” 

Schroeder said. “Fortu¬ 
nately, no one was in¬ 
jured by the Covina 
blast. The use of a data¬ 
base to alert the public 
about the identity and 
whereabouts of 

paroled sex offenders 
will not keep our chil¬ 
dren safe. In fact, a 
Covina child could 
have been passing by when the 
bomb destroyed the car. When 
law and order are replaced by 
chaos and mob rule, none of us 
should feel safe.” 

California State Assembly 
Speaker Pro-Temp Sheila Kuehl, a 
prominent co-author of Megans 
Law, defends the law but de¬ 
nounced what she called “vigilan¬ 
tism ... the mob mentality that 
goes after someone, the lynch 
mob, or the tarring and feathering 
mob.” She told the B.A.R. that cit¬ 
izens’ rights - even sex offenders’ 
rights - are violated “where con¬ 
cern for our children, and wanti¬ 
ng to know that this person is in 
the neighborhood, turns into ha¬ 
rassment to get this person out of 
the neighborhood, which then 
turns into serious abuse of his 
property or his person.” 

Batteries are included 

Detractors of the computer¬ 
ized list point out, as even Kuehl 
acknowledges, that “the down¬ 
side of this is that it seems to as¬ 
sume that no sex offender is ever 
anything but a potential re-of- 
fender, and it doesn’t seem to rec¬ 
ognize that there may be rehabil¬ 
itation.” Also, they point out, sex 
offenders are the only criminals 
who are singled out for this kind 
of community notification. Po¬ 
lice will not, for instance, notify 
residents that their new neighbor 
is a repeat car burglar, a serious 
loud party animal, a high-risk 
sidewalk parker, or a lousy dog 
walker who refuses to use a 
pooper scooper. Why then, liber¬ 
tarians ask, should sex offenders 
be hounded? 

Moreover, some gay men with 
arrest records are greatly con¬ 
cerned by reports that some states 
are adding the names of men ar¬ 
rested for cruising to lists of “sex¬ 
ually violent offenders.” 

In Georgia, where the state 
sodomy law was upheld by the 
Supreme Court’s notorious Bow¬ 
ers v. Hardwick decision, state of¬ 
ficials have published a “Megan’s 
List” that includes convictions for 
all sex acts considered criminal in 
the state. According to Laura 
Brown of the Southern Voice 
newspaper, that includes “consen¬ 
sual sodomy, solicitation for 
sodomy, public indecency, and 
sexual battery - all common 
charges resulting from cruising 
arrests.” 

Brown found 898 listed names 
of men with “sexual battery” con¬ 
victions, defined by police Lieu¬ 
tenant Wayne Kennedy as “physi¬ 
cal contact with the intimate parts 
of the body of another person 
without the consent of that per¬ 
son” - in these cases, police offi¬ 
cers.

elude cruising arrests yet, but 
some fear that possibility and 
foresee a time when all gay men 
who have been arrested in a men’s 
room sting will be identified for 
their friends, family, neighbors, 
and co-workers. 

‘Sneeringly called liberals’ 

Kuehl acknowledged that 
when it comes to sex crimes, rules 
are different - and changing. “I 
think people are very frightened,” 
she said. “Children are very vul¬ 
nerable to these predators. People 
don’t want to feel vulnerable in 
their own communities. The only 
thing we can do is try to protect 
everyone from crimes committed 
against them. This [sex offense] 
seems to be the crime that makes 
everyone feel very frightened. I 
think it has to do with our fear for 
the vulnerability and the age of 
the victims.” 

An out lesbian, Kuehl is sensi¬ 
tive to the fears of some gay men, 
and acknowledges the potential 
for abuse in Megan’s Law. “I see 
less and less concern about things 
like constitutional rights and con¬ 
cerns about privacy for people 
who have paid their debt,” she 
said. “Those of us who try to bal¬ 
ance these things are sneeringly 
called liberals. 

“I myself have drawn the line 
at non-violent crimes and even 
property-related crimes, which I 
think are less serious than crimes 
against the person. And most es¬ 
pecially, from my point of view, I 
have cared about sexual abuse of 
children and women. So I put 
those crimes on the other side of 
the line, and I want to worry 
about our vulnerability to that.” 

Finally, she said, both Megan’s 
Law and the acts of vigilantism 
that have followed are reactions to 
“a disintegrating community 
structure in which we feel like 
there is a lot more crime than 
there is. This is what we see on 
television, this is what we read in 
the newspapers, and we are very 
fearful of criminals. And also the 
disintegration of the community 
structure means that we don’t 
know these people, and therefore 
we think the world is divided into 
two kinds of people: ‘criminals’ 
and ‘us.’” 

Presently there is only one 
hope for anyone who has ended 
up on California’s list of offend¬ 
ers: those who do not commit a 
similar offense in a 15-year peri¬ 
od and are issued certificates of 
rehabilitation by authorized treat¬ 
ment facilities may have their 
names removed from the “high 
risk” category. Then they’re just 
considered “serious.” ▼

F ederal District Judge Samuel 
Conti ruled Tuesday, August 
12 that the Child Pornogra¬ 
phy Prevention Act of 1996 is 
constitutional. The law, passed 
last September, expands the defin¬ 
ition of child pornography and 
prohibits any computer-generat¬ 
ed image of children and pornog¬ 
raphy that “appears to” depict 
children engaging in sexually ex¬ 
plicit conduct. 

The challenge to the law was 
initiated by the Free Speech Coali¬ 
tion, an adult entertainment in¬ 
dustry association, and three 
other plaintiffs, and was support¬ 
ed by the American Civil Liberties 
Union (ACLU). The opponents of 
the law argued that it was over¬ 
broad, unconstitutionally vague, 


any children in its production. 
Conti stated that “even if no chil¬ 
dren are involved in the produc¬ 
tion of sexually explicit materials, 
the devastating effect that such 
materials have on society and on 
the well-being of children merits 
the regulation of such images.” In 
denying the plaintiffs’ claim that 
the law unduly restricts free 
speech, the judge said that the law 
provides a defense against prose¬ 
cution if the people depicted in a 
work are in fact adults and if the 
material does not “convey the im¬ 
pression” that it is child pornog¬ 
raphy. 

Following the ruling, Free 
Speech Coalition Chairman Jef¬ 
frey Douglas stated, “Personal 
possession of this new form of 
‘child pornography’ is a very seri¬ 
ous felony, even though the mate¬ 
rial contains only images of peo-

and an impermissible prior re¬ 
straint of free speech, since any 
judgment about who “appears to 
be” under 18 years of age is inher¬ 
ently subjective. The ACLU ar¬ 
gued that the law would likely 
outlaw certain non-obscene ma¬ 
terial - including some works fea¬ 
turing adults - that has serious lit¬ 
erary, artistic, political and scien¬ 
tific value, for example medical 
information for adolescents, and 
classics such as Romeo and Juliet. 

Judge Conti ruled in favor of 
the U.S. Department of Justice, 
stating that the law was intended 
to limit the use of computer tech¬ 
nology to produce material that 
“appears to be” child pornogra¬ 
phy. Such material can be created 
using computationally manipu¬ 
lated images without involving 


pie over 18. That means if you 
possess copies of videotapes such 
as Fast Times at Ridgemont High 
... or hundreds of other movies, 
you possess child pornography, 
legally indistinguishable from real 
child pornography involving the 
sexual molestation of children.” 
He cited a recent case in which 
Oklahoma City police raided pri¬ 
vate homes seeking copies of The 
Tin Drum, a 20-year-old Academy 
Award-winning film that includes 
a brief scene of a sexual interac¬ 
tion between two teenagers. 

The day after the ruling was 
handed down, the Free Speech 
Coalition filed an appeal with the 
Ninth Circuit Court of Appeals. 
Douglas said the coalition is “con¬ 
fident that this ruling will be over¬ 
turned.” ▼

the statement “I am more willing 
to take a chance of getting infect¬ 
ed when having sex.” 

The survey revealed, however, 
that 13 percent “somewhat” or 
“strongly” agreed with the state¬ 
ment “I am more willing to take a 
chance of getting infected when 
having sex,” and 15 percent stated 
that they have already taken such 
a chance. 

Participants for the study were 
recruited when they called to 
schedule an appointment for HIV 
testing, if they reported having 
engaged in unprotected anal in¬ 
tercourse within the past 12 
months, and if they had previous¬ 
ly tested negative for FIIV anti¬ 
bodies at least once. 

Dilley said that the results of 
the survey point to a renewed 


need for prevention efforts to “ad¬ 
dress the altered perception of 
risk that result from the improved 
treatments for HIV. 

“It’s important to talk about in 
light of the very real struggle gay 
men face in maintaining safe sex 
behavior,” Dilley said. “Being 
HIV-positive is no picnic, even 
with the advances.” 

In spite of the advances, which 
Dilley emphasized do not work 
for everybody, he said it’s “clearly 
important to put out the message 
that we’re not there yet. The truth 
of the matter is, this is a very seri¬ 
ous thing.” 

AHP has services for HIV-neg¬ 
ative gay men, and Dilley said 
those who are having difficulty 
maintaining safe sex behavior 
should call the agency. ▼

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Stanford clinic looks to 
future as epidemic changes

1 | hen the Stanford, Califor- 

\ nia Positive Care Clinic 
opened its doors in 1994, 
in a former general medicine 
ward at Stanford University Hos¬ 
pital, its guiding philosophy was 
to offer people with HIV the kind 
of personalized care they would 
get in a private physician’s office 
combined with the added benefits 
that come with linkage to an aca¬ 
demic medical center. 

In its three years of existence, 
the Positive Care Clinic has devel¬ 
oped a strong reputation in the 
AIDS community and has grown 
well beyond the expectations of 
its founders. It is now one of the 
largest HIV care programs in the 
Bay Area outside of San Francis¬ 
co, drawing patients from Salinas, 
Monterey, the Central Valley, the 
East Bay, and the north coast re¬ 
gion, as well as from the Peninsu¬ 
la and South Bay. Patients say they 
appreciate the personal attention 
they receive at the clinic, as well as 
the access to new knowledge and 
cutting-edge treatments, some of 
which are still in the clinical trial 
stage. 

Dr. Andrew Zolopa, director of 
the Stanford Positive Care Clinic 
and an assistant professor of med¬ 
icine, works closely with Dr. 
Thomas Merigan, Becker Profes¬ 
sor of Medicine and director of 


the pioneering Stanford Center 
for AIDS Research, in designing 
clinical trials to fit patients’ needs. 

“There aren’t many private 
practitioners who sit down regu¬ 
larly and talk with leading re¬ 
searchers on what new [research] 
protocols are being developed,” 
Zolopa said. “That is how ideas 
for new treatment approaches are 
sparked. That really does color 
what we do here at the clinic.” 

‘Lazarus effect’ 

As the epidemic has changed 
in recent years, so has the clinic. It 
has moved out of the acute-care 
environment and into a commu¬ 
nity setting that is more like a pri¬ 
vate doctor’s office than a hospi¬ 
tal ward. 

Clinic nurse Robin George re¬ 
called that in the clinic’s early 
days, caregivers there saw two or 
three patients die each month and 
two or three others hospitalized 
each week because of HIV-related 
complications. But new drug 
cocktails have dramatically altered 
those figures. Today, two clinic pa¬ 
tients might be admitted to the 
hospital in a given month, and 
those hospitalizations might not 
even be related to HIV, she said. 
And there are fewer deaths, even 
though the clinic now cares for a 
significantly larger group of pa¬ 
tients; some 500 patients now 
come regularly for treatment. 

“It’s clear that people with HIV 


are, on average, doing better,” said 
Zolopa. “They have an improved 
quality of life. They have more 
vigorous health, are active, fit, and 
stronger, and many are returning 
to work or thinking about it. It’s a 
kind of Lazarus effect.” 

Looking to the future, some 
experts are even cautiously opti¬ 
mistic about squelching the epi¬ 
demic. “AIDS care providers are 
now having serious discussions 
about eradicating the infection. 
That would have been unimagin¬ 


able three years ago,” Zolopa said. 

In the meanwhile, Zolopa told 
the Bay Area Reporter, the clinic 
continues its studies, particularly 
as more patients begin to fail the 
first line of protease therapy. Un¬ 
fortunately, he holds little hope 
that a single cure for HIV will be 
found anytime soon. 

“I wish I could tell you I saw a 
magic bullet on the horizon, but I 
don’t,” he said. “The question, 
then, is what to use for salvage 
therapy, or rescue therapy” for 
those who are failing their current 
regimens. 

“There are some interesting 


agents like Gildead Science’s [nu¬ 
cleotide analogue] Adefovir, and 
others, that could be combined,” 
he suggested. “By themselves, 
these new agents have about the 
same effect as [current FDA-ap- 
proved drugs in] monotherapy, 
but cobbled together we will get 
some mileage from them. 

“Another area of interest is 
combining protease inhibitors. 
Right now for people who have 
failed Indinavir, we’re investigat¬ 
ing a combination of Nelfinavir 


and soft gel Saquinavir [both pro¬ 
tease inhibitors], plus Nevirapine 
[a non-nucleoside reverse tran¬ 
scriptase inhibitor] and Adefovir.” 

Finally, he said, “The next step 
is building a protease inhibitor 
based on mutated HIV.” Because 
current drugs were based upon a 
computer “wild-type” model of 
the virus, they all have design 
flaws that lead to resistance. But, 
he told the B.A.R., “We now have 
mutated virus that we’ve taken 
from patients, and if someone 
crystallized that - which has al¬ 
ready been done - and designed 
inhibitors based on mutated viral 
docking sites, that would be real 
second-generation therapy. 

“That’s not today, and not to¬ 
morrow, but it is down the road.” 

Care more complex 

While the availability of new 
drug regimens has brought some 
extraordinary benefits for pa¬ 
tients, it also has made AIDS care 
more complex. “It’s much more 


complicated than it was three 
years ago, even for healthy pa¬ 
tients,” Zolopa said. 

“There are many more drug 
choices and difficulties in balanc¬ 
ing them. Therapy has become 
more aggressive. It takes good ex¬ 
perience to apply it well.” 

The majority of its patients are 
gay men, many of them profes¬ 
sionals in Silicon Valley, George 
said. 

However, in another trend that 
mirrors the epidemic at large, 
caregivers at the clinic are seeing 
an increasing number of hetero¬ 
sexual women who are discover¬ 
ing they are HIV-positive. These 
women now make up about 10 to 
15 percent of the clinic’s patient 
population, George said. 

The clinic has launched a 
range of community outreach ac¬ 
tivities, including offering free 
self-care workshops for patients, 
sponsoring a day-long seminar on 
the science and politics of AIDS 
(the next one is planned for this 
spring), providing treatment up¬ 
dates for community physicians, 
and raising tens of thousands of 
dollars for local health and social 
agencies through the annual AIDS 
Walk. 

As a result of the growth in pa¬ 
tient demand, the clinic last year 
added a new physician, Dr. Jose 
Gilberto Montoya, an assistant 
professor of medicine specializing 
in infectious diseases. The staff 
has also expanded to include a so¬ 
cial worker, a pharmacist, an 
AIDS benefits counselor, and a di¬ 
etitian. ▼

Odd molecule delays 
AIDS onset

WM ederal researchers say a 
minor variation in a mole- 
1 cule on immune system 
cells may help explain why some 
people infected with HIV take up 
to 20 years to get sick. 

The scientists say the discovery 
about the CCR2 molecule could 
open new doors in the search for 
AIDS drugs. 

The variation, a difference in 
one of the 274 amino acid build¬ 
ing blocks that make up the mol¬ 
ecule, can delay the onset of AIDS 
symptoms. 

A team of geneticists from the 
National Cancer Institute report¬ 
ed the finding in the journal Sci¬ 
ence August 14. Led by Dr. Stephen 
O’Brien, the team analyzed DNA 
from more than 3,000 people with 
AIDS. Those with the alteration 
took two to four years longer to 


get sick than people with the more 
common form of the molecule. 

O’Brien says if scientists can 
figure out how these altered mol¬ 
ecules suppress the AIDS virus, “it 
may be possible to use this knowl¬ 
edge to develop treatments to 
delay the onset of AIDS.” 

The scientists estimate that 
about 25 percent of Americans 
have the altered molecule. 

CCR2 belongs to a class of 
molecules called chemokine re¬ 
ceptors. They work with the im¬ 
mune cell molecule called CD4, to 
let the virus enter a cell. 

Last year, researchers identified 
variations in another molecule 
that works with CD4, called 
CCR5, that could either block in¬ 
fection or delay progression of the 
disease. 

About 30 percent of infected 
people who take a decade or more 
to start to show signs of AIDS 
probably have alterations in either 
CCR2 or CCR5. ▼

Needle exchange 
is sticking point 
in Washington

i he battle to lift the ban on 
| federal funding of needle 
m exchange programs ratch¬ 
eted up a notch with dueling news 
conferences in Washington on 
Wednesday, August 20. The reli¬ 
gious right attacked science and 
flaunted their new poll showing 
voters opposed to lifting the ban. 
Supporters of lifting the ban 
pointed to overwhelming scientif¬ 
ic evidence that needle exchange 
must be an effective part of efforts 
to stem the spread of HIV. 

The Family Research Council’s 
Gary Bauer called needle ex¬ 
change “a band-aid on a bullet 
wound.” He charged that “some 
elites here in Washington, DC and 
some so-called experts are mov¬ 


ing in the exact opposite direc¬ 
tion” of public opinion. He 
claimed that HHS Secretary 
Donna Shalala was moving to lift 
the ban and urged President Clin¬ 
ton to support Drug Czar Barry 
McCaffrey, who opposes that idea. 
Bauer also pledged to seek legisla¬ 
tive action in Congress. 

Dr. Mohammad Akter, execu¬ 
tive director of the American Pub¬ 
lic Health Association, made the 
case for lifting the ban. He said 
that 90 percent of new cases of 
HIV infection in women, and 93 
percent in children, can be traced 
directly or indirectly to injection 
drug use. He pointed to 100 exist¬ 
ing local needle exchange pro¬ 
grams, and urged a lifting of the 
ban as “what will save lives.”

ply clients.” 

Edell will be master of cere¬ 
monies for the evening, which will 
shift periodically for cocktails and 
silent auction (indoor), dining and 
welcome (outdoor), and perfor¬ 
mance and information (indoor).

A native of the Chicago area, Jim 
moved to San Francisco in the great 
wave of the late 1970s, leading the way 
for many Midwestern friends, who 
would follow him to the great, liberated 
City by the Bay. Even while fighting his 
own battle, he was an active volunteer 
for AIDS causes. 

Jim is survived by many friends in 
San Francisco and the Midwest, his 
family in Florida, his loving co-workers 
at Design Vectors in San Francisco, and 
other friends ranging from France to 
the Hawaiian Islands. We shall all miss 
him dearly, for the world will be a dif¬ 
ferent and lesser place without him.

he Mayor’s HIV Health Ser¬ 
vices Planning Council is 
H expected to vote on priori¬ 
tization of San Francisco’s federal 
Ryan White CARE funds at a spe¬ 
cial daylong retreat this Saturday, 
August 23 in downtown San 
Francisco.

Last year the eligible metropol¬ 
itan area of San Francisco, San 
Mateo, and Marin counties re¬ 
ceived $37 million in CARE funds.

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HIV treatment in Oakland: 
turning fear into hope

ust off San Pablo Avenue, by 
the old Oakland Greyhound 
depot, the AIDS Project of 
the East Bay resides in a drab 
brown office building. On the sec¬ 
ond floor, a small desk by a brick 
wall is surrounded by boxes and 
tables covered with AIDS treat¬ 
ment information and periodi¬ 
cals. Bill Stewart, an HIV-positive 
African American man, works en¬ 
ergetically answering phones and 
making up calendars. Bill is the 
Risk Reduction specialist and 
part-time Treatment Advocate. 
He helps the mostly African- 
American HIV commu¬ 
nity find their way to 
treatment and learn ( 
about the disease. 

Bills job is not easy 
- clients don’t just walk 
in and ask for help, he 
must find ways to reach 
out. But Bill, like 
many others working 
in the HIV commu¬ 
nity in Oakland, is be¬ 
ginning to see a change - mem¬ 
bers of the HIV-positive African- 
American community are finally 
beginning to treat HIV. Bill noted 
that because the new drugs seem 
less toxic, and fear and ignorance 
are waning, many are now trying 
to manage HIV with drug thera¬ 
py. Bill is planning treatment dis¬ 
cussion groups to take place in the 
evenings at the Project. “With 
African-Americans, it’s seeing 
others in the same situation,” 
Stewart states. “They need to hear 
from someone with whom they 
can identify.” 

When asked if it is now “hip” 
to treat HIV in this community, 
Bill responded, “It’s hip to know 
about the treatments, so we can 
make informed decisions.” 

Education alone had not 
worked well in Oakland in years 
past. Advocates working at the 
Center for AIDS Services in Oak¬ 
land had not been very successful 
in getting people to treat through 
mere words and pamphlets alone. 
PWAs feared the drugs and the 
toxicities. There were horror sto¬ 
ries going around about bad reac¬ 
tions for years. But now, with 
newer and better drugs, there are 
visible success stories. “People are 
making decisions to start therapy. 
Their viral load drops, T-cells go 
up, and they are feeling much bet¬ 
ter about themselves. A brick wall 
is now turning into the light at the 
end of the tunnel,” Stewart said. 

“Clients think, T can manage 
this disease,’ and then they go on to 
managing their lives,” he finished. 

Searching for solutions 

At the Center, clients are seeing 
some success among their fellow 


PWAs and are beginning to get mo¬ 
tivated. Steve Coleman, a PWA who 
gets his medical care at Highland 
Hospital in Oakland, is taking 
charge of his disease. Up to a year 
ago he was not treating, but now his 
enthusiasm is contagious to others. 

Steve believes in aggressive ac¬ 
tion when it comes to his illness. 
“When I feel I’m getting ill, I first 
decide if it might have been some¬ 
thing I ate or contacted,” he said. 
“If I can’t find the cause or solu¬ 
tion, I call the doctor and try to 
get my appointment moved up. If 
this is not possible, I drop into the 
clinic. If it is real serious, I go to 
the emergency room.” 

Steve has rapidly learned what 
many AIDS survivors have 
known for years: one must 
take responsibility for 
one’s own health. Steve 
is taking three antivi¬ 
rals at the same time 
now. Often asking 
questions while taking 
notes, he is always 
searching for solu¬ 
tions to his current 
health problems. 
These days he suffers 
appetite and weight loss. But he 
exudes self-confidence, and those 
that know him are sure he will put 
these problems behind him soon. 

Steve was not always an active 
fighter. He, like many others in his 
community, went for a long time 
without any HIV treatments. But 
one day there was a turn-around, 
an epiphany for Coleman. “I fi¬ 
nally stopped feeling sorry for 
myself. I realized that I do not 
want to die,” Coleman exclaimed. 
“I was keeping my HIV status to 
myself, away from my children. 

“That was keeping me in de¬ 
nial,” he stated firmly. 

Coleman is part of a new trend 
toward treating HIV. But not all 
are convinced it is worth the trou¬ 
ble. There are still many like 
Richard, a handsome HIV-posi¬ 
tive black man who recently lost 
his lover. Richard is hot taking any 
drugs other than septra for PCP 
prevention. Richard said, “I feel 
fine, I’ve tried the drugs and they 
make me sick, and I do better 
without them.” But Richard is los¬ 
ing his T-cells, which are now at 
172. When asked about the T-cell 
loss, Richard stated that he just 
doesn’t think about it. Richard’s 
doctors at Highland Hospital are 
trying to find solutions - but for 
now, Richard will not treat. 

Coleman feels bad when he 
hears of others who are not able 
to find a way to treat. When asked 
to make a statement to those who 
are still waiting to start therapies, 
he became very serious and direct, 
“Ask yourself what it is that is so 
terrible that you want to give up, 
because that’s what you are doing. 
I’m sure you have family that care. 
They are being hurt as well.”

Waiting for a cure 

Perhaps the major annoyance 
to those who are taking antivirals 
is the confusing numbers of pills 
and the tough dosing schedules. 
Another center client, Mike, said 
that he was not willing to take 
AZT alone but began treating 
when the new drugs came out. 
Now he must juggle pills and 
meals. Mike hopes for the day 
when all the medicine cab be put 
into just one pill per day, but, he 
said, “Of course ultimately, I am 
waiting for a cure.” 

Back at the AIDS Project, Bill 
Stewart agrees that compliance to 


dosing schedules is now the largest 
issue patients must deal with. 
“Most of my clients don’t even 
know what they are on,” he re¬ 
marked. Bill often has to explain 
what the pills are to his clients by 
using a drug chart that he hangs 
on his wall. Stewart must keep re¬ 
minding his clients that they 
should not miss doses and try to 
take the drugs at the proper times. 
It is a huge task for most who 
never even took antivirals at all 
until just recently. HIV can be¬ 
come quickly resistant to drugs 
when the drugs are not used prop¬ 
erly. 

The tide is beginning to turn 
in Oakland. Many more each 
week are starting or changing 
anti-HIV therapy. But many more 
will still refuse or wait to take ac¬ 
tion, and possibly not survive. 
Still, things are improving, and 
long-time center employee Sister 


Jacinta sees more reason for hope. 
She too is noticing the growing 
trend toward using the new drugs. 
And that is a good thing, because 
she has been there since the be¬ 
ginning, and has attended far too 
many funerals. ▼

new law in Pacifica out¬ 
laws public nudity in 
beach areas. This includes 
surfers who change near their 
cars. Those who claim behavior 
ownership of Linda Mar Beach 
don’t want Linda marred with 
sightings of human bodies 
getting naked, and now 
threaten a $500 fine for 
surfers stripping down 
to what God gave 'em. 

Fascists, I say, and stu¬ 
pid fascists at that! One of 
the top features of any beach 
is surfers in a state of 
undress. Not only do 
I love getting my own 
wetsuit on, but the 
general more-than- 
slightly-homoerotic 
ambiance of others changing be¬ 
tween parked cars in semi-open 
air offers a refreshing chance for 
anatomy lessons to all. 

This is, however, a traffic dis¬ 
traction along the Pacific Coast 
Highway, to be sure, and many a 
gonad or butt cheek has stopped 
traffic, resulting in sometimes 
tragic consequences.

tourists to watch you undress 
would unleash their long-re¬ 
pressed desires and result in the 
downfall of Western Civiliza¬ 
tion!) 

The measure, which passed 3 
to 1 with one abstention, sets a 
series of escalating fines: $100 
for a first offense, $200 for a sec¬ 
ond, and $500 for a third. The 
rules ban virtually all private 
parts from public view. 

“No person shall appear, 
bathe, sunbathe, walk, change 
clothes, disrobe, or be on any 
beach, street, public or public 
access parking lot or other pub¬ 
lic place in such a manner that 
the genitals” are exposed, the 
proposal states. It lists 11 specif¬ 
ic parts of the anatomy that are 
barred from public view. (Is 
there a chart to go with that?) 

Nasty boys 

“It’s going to be hell to en¬ 
force,” said Steven Rigsbee, 17 
(gasp), of Pacifica. “Surfers are 
individuals who will do what’s 
natural.

The last time I changed into my 
wetsuit at the Ocean Beach 
men’s room, aside from possibly 
catching a strange fungus, I 
nearly suffocated from the odor. 
And despite the repetitive mo¬ 
tions of the occupant in the 
nearby stall, I was not enticed by 
the potentially seedy activities. 
Even jaded San Franciscans are 
bored with that kink. Besides, if 
you wanna bag a surfer, get in 
the water. 

In Pacifica, however, it seems 
that these peelings-off and on of 
black rubber suits are just too 
kinky for the timid legislators of 
Pacifica. I can just imagine the 
paunchy councilmembers now - 
slothlike men, white, balding - 
no offense to paunchy balding 
white men, of which I might in¬ 
clude myself someday.

in clients with high levels of in¬ 
ternalized homophobia that a 
homosexual orientation is a sign 
of illness. And they increase neg¬ 
ative attitudes and self-hatred.” 
Biddle’s group has begun re¬ 
search “to document the damage 
which we believe occurs when a 
lesbian or gay client encounters 
psychological help from a homo- 
phobic treatment program or 
provider.” 

Robert Cabaj, a psychiatrist 
and board member of the Gay 
and Lesbian Medical Association, 
saw the resolution as a reasonable 
compromise and “a step for fur¬ 
ther dialogue on this issue.” 

The National Gay and Lesbian 
Task Force believes the APA reso¬ 
lution does not go far enough. 
“Allowing conversion treatments 
to remain a viable option assures 
that many will endure potential¬ 
ly costly, painful, and traumatic 
procedures that could increase 
rather than relieve suffering,” 
said executive director Kerry 
Lobel. 

“The most vulnerable are 
young people at the mercy of 
confused parents or adult 
guardians seeking to erase their 
own shame or guilt about their 
child’s sexual orientation.” She 


cautioned, “Anything short of 
full condemnation for this re¬ 
pugnant practice leaves the door 
open for reparative therapy’s fur¬ 
ther escalation.” 

The anti-gay fringe 

The Family Research Council 
was quick to condemn the reso¬ 
lution. It said the APA was 
“cowed by aggressive homosexu¬ 
al activists” and claimed that 
Christian groups such as Exodus 
International, the so-called “ex¬ 
gay” movement, have had “high 
rates of change by those weary of 
their homosexual identity.” 

It is “an attempt to brainwash 
the public,” moaned Charles W. 
Socarides. “Homosexuality is a 
psychological and psychiatric 
disorder, there is no question 
about it.” He is a New York City 
psychiatrist and president of the 
National Association for Re¬ 
search and Therapy of Homo¬ 
sexuality, a leading anti-gay or¬ 
ganization. He labeled gays “a 
purple menace.” 

One of the supreme ironies is 
that his son, Richard Socarides, 
is gay, a special assistant to Pres¬ 
ident Clinton, and liaison to the 
lesbian and gay community. 
That fact raises questions as to 
the validity of the father’s theo¬ 
ries and techniques when they 
did not seem to work even on his 
own child. ▼ 
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Anti-gay preacher battles 
city of San Francisco in court

§Pp undamentalist preacher 
Larry Rosenbaum will go to 
II court this week as part of his 
legal battles against the city of San 
Francisco. Rosenbaum claims in a 
suit filed in September 1996 that 
the city is unfairly infringing 
upon his First Amendment rights. 
The city says Rosenbaum and his 
SOS ministries have been disrupt¬ 
ing various neighborhoods using 
excessively loud sound systems 


since 1979. 

San Francisco Chief of Police 
Fred Lau decided last year to deny 
giving loudspeaker permits to the 
SOS after reviewing the results of 
a May 1996 public hearing, which 
had the largest show of neighbor¬ 
hood organizational opposition 
to the SOS in more than a decade. 
The San Francisco Police Depart¬ 
ment also has a listing of misde¬ 
meanor citations given to Rosen¬ 
baum and his associate Eric Liv¬ 
ingston. 

A hearing for a criminal case 


involving the SOS has been sched¬ 
uled for this Friday, August 22 at 
850 Bryant Street. 

Helen K. Chang, Director of 
Public Relations for the San Fran¬ 
cisco Convention and Visitors Bu¬ 
reau, said of SOS, “They were pre¬ 
venting us from conducting our 
normal course of business. They 
were so loud our representatives 
could not hear the questions from 
the visitors.” 

Rosenberg thinks police illegal¬ 
ly conspired with his opponents. 
According to his complaint, “On 


May 8, 1996, Officer Maron 
presided over a police permit ap¬ 
peal in regard to Rosenbaum’s per¬ 
mit requests for May 4,11, and 25, 
1996. Plaintiff is informed and be¬ 
lieves and thereon alleges that the 
police department notified various 
anti-Christian groups of the hear¬ 
ing, with the intent that they show 
up to complain about granting 
Rosenbaum his Permits. These 
groups did show up, en masse, and 
did make such complaints.... On 
June 30, 1996, Rosenbaum video¬ 
taped the Gay Pride Celebration at 


the Embarcadero. The sound sys¬ 
tem on the north side of the Em¬ 
barcadero was playing music at a 
deafening level. Rosenbaum com¬ 
plained to a police officer, but did 
not get any response.” 

Rosenbaum and Livingston, 
who attend the New Life Christ¬ 
ian Church in San Lorenzo, are re¬ 
ceiving legal advice from the 
American Center for Law and Jus¬ 
tice, Pat Robertson’s legal advoca¬ 
cy group, which filed a lawsuit on 
June 17 against San Francisco’s 
domestic partners benefit law. ▼ 


Peron alleges suspicious activities 
going on near marijuana clubs

I t seems like it may be a case of 
deja vu at San Francisco med¬ 
ical marijuana clubs: while 
federal and state officials are nei¬ 
ther confirming nor denying the 
existence of any ongoing investi¬ 
gation, staff at both the Cannabis 
Cultivators Club (CCC) and 
Flower Therapy believe the clubs 
are once again targets of a surveil¬ 
lance operation, the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter has learned. 

Both CCC founder Dennis 
Peron and John Hudson, founder 
of Flower Therapy, have informed 
local political and law enforce¬ 
ment leaders of their belief that 
the clubs are being watched. In the 
case of Flower Therapy, a suspi¬ 
cious recreational vehicle with ap¬ 
parent expired registration has 
been seen parked in the vicinity of 
the club. According to medical 
marijuana advocate Gary John¬ 
son, the same RV was parked be¬ 
hind the Cannabis Buyers Club 
last year before it was raided. 

“It’s parked in Shotwell Alley at 
17th Street,” Hudson said this 
week. He added that the RV was 
in the area last April when the 
Drug Enforcement Administra¬ 
tion (DEA) raided Flower Thera¬ 
py in a pre-dawn operation; no 


one was arrested, and to date, no 
court action has stemmed from 
that raid. 

Peron’s civil trial got underway 
this week in San Francisco Superi¬ 
or Court. [See related story, page 1.] 
The criminal court case, in which 
Peron and Hudson are co-defen¬ 
dants along with four others, is set 
to get underway next month in 
Oakland. Should Peron lose the 
civil case, the CCC could be closed 
down. He and the other defen¬ 
dants face possible prison time if 
convicted in the criminal case. 
Both cases stem from last August’s 
raid by state narcotic agents. 

Feds suspected this time 

This time around, Peron and 
others are convinced it’s the fed¬ 
eral DEA that’s conducting the al¬ 
leged covert surveillance. Peron 
and others at the 1444 Market 
Street club have noticed activity in 
a building owned by Bank of 
America that is across the street 
from the CCC; the 1407 Market 
Street building is the one used last 
summer by state Bureau of Nar¬ 
cotic Enforcement (BNE) agents 
when they had the building under 
surveillance before their August 4 
raid. Peron said that in addition to 
the suspicious activity apparently 
going on across the street, some¬ 
one outside the CCC passed him

other conditions, requires that the 
defendant acted to prevent a sig¬ 
nificant evil, had no adequate al¬ 
ternative, and believed in good 
faith that the act was necessary to 
prevent a greater harm. 

Peron has long looked forward 
to a jury trial on the medical mar¬ 
ijuana issue and stated, “I started 
the Cannabis Buyers Club to pro¬ 
vide marijuana to sick and dying 
people in the middle of a war on 
drugs. I did what any reasonable 
person would have done under the 
circumstances, and no jury in San 
Francisco will find otherwise.” 

Robertson also denied the de¬ 
fendants’ attempt to call Lungren 
to testify at the trial. Peron asserts 
that the attorney general must 
confirm or deny whether he 
specifically ordered the investiga¬ 
tion and raid on the CBC for po¬ 
litical reasons relating to the 
Proposition 215 campaign. 

Peron - who is representing 


himself - and his co-defendants 
made a motion to have Robert¬ 
son, a Wilson appointee, disqual¬ 
ified and taken off the case. The 
judge refused to hear the motion. 
Peron called Robertson “a hench¬ 
man for Dan Lungren and Pete 
Wilson.” He claimed that the two 
are “sore losers” in the battle over 
Proposition 215, and are attempt¬ 
ing “to win in a kangaroo court 
what they could not win at the 
ballot box.” Peron announced last 
week that he will run against Lun¬ 
gren in the 1998 Republican pri¬ 
mary to succeed Wilson as gover¬ 
nor of California. 

A demonstration was held 
Wednesday in front of the Superi¬ 
or Courthouse at 633 Folsom 
Street to protest Robertson’s rul¬ 
ings and to demand that Peron, 
Moore, and Rodgers be granted a 
jury trial and be allowed to pre¬ 
sent an adequate defense. The trial 
is ongoing.

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H alfway through Alive & Kicking, the film’s 
lead characters, HIV-positive Tonio 
(Jason Flemyng) and HIV-negative Jack 
(Antony Sher), take a break from an idyl¬ 
lic Greek vacation to dissect their rela¬ 
tionship. “You don’t love me,” says Tonio, 
who goes on to argue that Jack is only 
with him because he’s dying and that 
consequently their relationship can only 
be brief and passionate. “You don’t love 
me more than I don’t love you,” counters 
Jack, who proceeds to assert that the 
handsome Tonio was forced because of 
his health to compromise when he chose 
paunchy, balding Jack as his lover. By the 
end of this powerful scene, it’s clear that 
AIDS has brought together two people 
who wouldn’t have become involved in 
an HIV-free world. 


You wouldn’t expect this theme to 
make for a very romantic gay love story, 
but director Nancy Meckler’s Alive & 
Kicking is romantic, albeit in a refresh¬ 
ingly honest and clear-eyed way. An ef¬ 
fort from Britain’s Channel Four Films, 
Alive & Kicking is about the shadow AIDS 
has cast over gay relationships in the ’90s. 
While gay men can still be lucky enough 
to fall in love — and despite their protes¬ 
tations to the contrary, Tonio and Jack do 
love each other — the film suggests that 
new relationships today are more about 
complications and compromises than 
hearts and flowers. 

Typical of the film’s dark view of ’90s 
gay romance, Tonio, a dancer with a 
small London ballet company, and Jack, 
an AIDS counselor, first cross paths at a 


funeral. They meet again at a disco, 
where Tonio — giddy from being 
cruised by every fag in the joint — toys 
with Jack. Smitten, Jack pursues Tonio, 
and one night, after some messy and 
rambunctious foreplay involving several 
cartons of ice cream, they sleep together. 
As they begin to see each other more fre¬ 
quently, Tonio — because of his HIV 
status and a fervor to dance only slight¬ 
ly less than Moira Shearer’s character in 
The Red Shoes — becomes wary of com¬ 
mitment. 

At first it’s difficult to understand what 
Jack sees in the caustic, self-concerned 
Tonio, other than his sexy Roman nose 
and long, muscled frame. But gradually, 
screenwriter Martin Sherman (Bent)

forehead. Perhaps in 
light of Dior’s star turns 
in two new surprisingly 
queer TV ads, we 
should say instead that 
the mainstream has de¬ 
cided it’s high time to get a 
bit bent. You be the judge. In 
her spot for Braun Razors, Dior 
hits on a hunky guy in a dance 
club. At first, the studmuffin is 
turned off by Dior’s deep voice, 
but the fellow’s stony grimace 
slowly turns into a happy smile 
as he reaches out and caresses 
Dior’s smooth cheek. Con¬ 
vinced that Karen must be a 
woman, he pulls her to 
wards him and they kiss! 

In her ad for Fox 
Sports West, Dior wan¬ 
ders into a greasy 
spoon diner and 
stares across the 
counter at former 
Philadelphia 
Phillies first base- 
man John Kruk. 

As Karen places 
her order, mak¬ 
ing no effort 
to dis¬ 
guise 
an ob¬ 
viously 
male 

voice, an old guy seat¬ 
ed next to her at the 
counter quips, 

“Fooled by the old 
hidden ball trick!” 

(For you non-base¬ 
ball folks, the hid¬ 
den ball trick is a 
baseball maneuver wherein the 
first baseman goes to the mound 
to talk to the pitcher, the pitcher 
slips the ball to the first baseman, 
and when the opposing player 
leads off first base, the first base- 
man tags him out.) 

Dior, whose real name is 
Geoff Gann, and whose father is 
a former State Representative 
from Missouri, the “show me” 
state, shot to prominence in LA’s 
club and drag world several years 
ago, but her biggest break came 
earlier this year when she shared

You may not be able to wait until 
Friday, December 19 to see Mom¬ 
mie Dearest, but that’s when 
Huestis, the madcap impresario 
behind last year’s John Waters 
Xmas and the recent Valley of the 
Dolls tribute, plans to show the 
1981 Frank Perry-directed flick at 
the Castro Theatre. Alas, Huestis 
reports that La Divina Dunaway 
won’t be able to attend (she wasn’t 
asked), but he has snagged 
Christina Crawford for the 
event, Joan Crawford’s beloved 
daughter and the author of the 
bloody little tell-all that inspired 
the film. Christina lives on a nice, 
quiet farm in Idaho these days 
(after life with mommie Joan, 
who wouldn’t?), so she’s appar¬ 
ently quite excited about this 
evening in the Big City. In addi¬ 
tion to the film, Christina will 
take questions from the audience, 
reminisce on life with mom, and 
reveal juicy, behind-the-scenes 
tales of the making of the cult film 
classic. 

As always at these events, 
Huestis promises a spectacular 
array of ancillary activities, in¬ 
cluding a promenade of festive 
Joan Crawford look-alikes (open 
to anyone, and that means you, 
Wayne Friday), performances by 
local celebrities, and much more.

A woman of mystery 

That sure was a nice piece that 
B.A.R. opera critic Paul Thoma¬ 
son wrote about Maria Callas in 
last Sunday’s Chronicle Datebook. 
Thomason, who actually attend¬ 
ed the singer’s master classes 
while studying conducting at Juil- 
liard in 1971, wrote that seeing 
Terrence McNally’s play is “a 
rather schizophrenic experience” 
because the Callas he remembers 
doesn’t always jibe with the Callas 
in McNally’s play. Thomason ob¬ 
served that the real Callas “had 
very little sense of humor” and 
wasn’t given to “explosions of diva 
temperament.” Furthermore, 
Thomason later revealed to us 
over the phone that “Callas always 
let the singers get through an aria 
first before she stopped them. She 
would always say ‘finish it... this 
is performance.’” 

This impression of the singer 
is at odds with McNally’s Callas, 
who is forever interrupting her 
students to pontificate on the art 
of singing. Thomason’s observa¬ 
tion suggests there is still much we 
don’t know about this eternally 
mysterious, enigmatic artist. 

Not so sweet, not so light 

Those of you with a little extra 
cash on your hands may want to 
be in Beverly Hills on November 
1, when Sotheby’s auctions off the 
contents of the Park Avenue digs 
Marlene Dietrich called home 
from the late ’50s until her death 
in 1992 at age 90. 

Up for grabs are such priceless 
treasures as a French Provincial 
dining room table, a gift from 
good friend Ernest Hemingway; 
a bureau given to the actress by 
journalist Edward R. Murrow; 
an ink on paper by Jean Bap¬ 
tiste Camille Corot, along with

gives us a more rounded portrait 
of Tonio, showing us the love and 
loyalty he feels for his fellow 
dancers and, ultimately, Jack as 
well. In Jack, Sherman has creat¬ 
ed a similarly multi-layered char¬ 
acter who is dedicated yet cynical 
about his work in what he dis¬ 
dainfully calls the “AIDS indus¬ 
try.” As a lover, he’s sweet and de¬ 
voted, but also capable of flying 
off into alcohol-fueled rages. Ver¬ 
satile Brits, Flemyng (the abusive 
spouse in Hollow Reed ) and Sher 
(Disraeli in the current Mrs. 
Brown) have the acting chops to 
bring these complex characters 
to life. 

As they settle into their rela¬ 
tionship, Tonio and Jack’s differ¬ 
ences begin to pull them apart. 
“Every day, I see people who are 
dealing with emotions and prac¬ 
ticalities that you’re not supposed 
to deal with at 30, and when I 
come home you’re talking about 
choreography,” Jack says during 
one quarrel. Tonio ignores Jack’s 
work not so much out of disinter¬ 
est, but because it’s a constant re¬ 
minder to him of his own illness. 

In many ways, Tonio is a 
throwback to characters from 
AIDS dramas of the ’80s and early 
’90s. Like the characters from 
those films, Tonio sees himself as 
a victim who isn’t living with the 
disease but rather dying from it, 
even though he remains active 


and healthy until close to the 
film’s end. His experiences with 
AIDS physicians in the movie are 
resonant of an earlier era. Consid¬ 
ering drug treatment, he consults 
with a doctor who tells him, “I can 
put you on AZT. It’s the best we’ve 
got right now.” 

Of course, it’s not realistic to 
expect this film to reflect the re¬ 
cent strides made in battling 
AIDS. What’s important is that 
the core of the story — the rela¬ 
tionship between gay men of op¬ 
posite HIV status — is still highly 
relevant. Sherman is extremely ef¬ 
fective in detailing the dynamics 
of such a relationship. When Jack 
lapses into rote AIDS counselor- 
speak before their first tryst (“I 
treat all my partners as if they 
were HIV positive”), Tonio calls 
him on it. Later in the film, Sher¬ 
man creates subtle, utterly real 
scenes, such as when Jack uses a 
cut on his hand as an excuse not 
to have sex with Tonio. 

Light touch 

Although the film is dark at 
times, Sherman knows just when 
to lighten things with a perfect 
bitch-queen quip. If anything, the 
speech of Tonio and his dancer 
chums — a steady stream of bon 
mots and puns (they call Kaposi’s 
sarcoma “the foreign lesions”) — 
is occasionally a little too clever. 
But for the most part, Sherman’s 
witticisms are integrated smooth¬ 
ly into the dialogue. This is par¬ 
ticularly true of a scene in which 
Tonio storms out of a gay karaoke 


bar after being subjected to the 
warblings of an AIDS physician 
who performs at the bar to relieve 
the stress of his job. “How do you 
think it makes me feel,” fumes 
Tonio to Jack, “to know that it’s 
people like me who cause doctors 
to sing badly in public.” 

Director Meckler ( Sister, My 
Sister) also deserves credit for 
leavening the drama with the 
playful mood she establishes in 
many scenes, such as the afore¬ 
mentioned food fight/sweaty shag 
between Tonio and Jack. Another 
example is a scene in which Tonio, 
on the outs with Jack, takes a fu¬ 
tile stab at hetero sex with his les¬ 
bian pal, Millie (Diane Parish). 
Drunk and stoned, the pair romp 
from living room to kitchen 
(Tonio suggests doing it on the 
kitchen counter “like straight peo¬ 
ple in the movies”) to bedroom, 
trying to work up the nerve to 
fuck. Meckler’s direction makes 
this scene seem spontaneous, real, 
and very funny. 

It’s understandable why this 
movie was such a success at this 
year’s San Francisco Lesbian and 
Gay Film Festival. After enduring 
schlock like the recent It’s My 
Party, queer audiences probably 
assumed independent filmmakers 
no longer had anything relevant 
to say about AIDS. The witty and 
incisive Alive & Kicking happily 
proves them wrong. T

‘Alive & Kicking’ director 
inspired by Newell, Wilder

P laywright Martin Sherman 
(Bent) was so taken by 
British director Nancy 
Meckler’s Sister, My Sister, an 
edgy film about two sisters who 
begin an incestuous relationship, 
that he sought her out to direct 
his first original screenplay, Alive 
& Kicking. 

“I don’t think it was because 
he thought I had handled a gay 
theme,” Meckler tells me over the 
phone from her home in the U.K. 
“I think it .was actually because of 
the way I handled the comedy in 
Sister, My Sister.” Meckler admits 
she never even thought Sister was 
“a lesbian film.” 

“I thought their relationship 
was [about] incest, but since it 
came out, it’s been called a les¬ 


bian film, and I’m certainly not 
going to deny it. I’m glad if any¬ 
body is interested in the story, 
but I didn’t think of it in that 
way.” 

Meckler, who was born and 
raised in the U.S. and moved to 
England to pursue a career in 
theater and film, says Mike 
Newell’s Four Weddings and a Fu¬ 
neral served as inspiration for her 
work in Alive & Kicking. 

“I actually watched Four Wed¬ 
dings and a Funeral quite a bit,” 
Meckler explains, “because I 
thought it was a wonderful com¬ 
edy that had a serious undertone. 
The other Film that inspired me 
was [Billy Wilder’s] Some Like It 
Hot, because you have Tony Cur¬ 
tis and Jack Lemmon having all 
these incredible scenes together 
where there is a lot of repartee, 
and it was really interesting for 
me to see that it was achieved not 
by cutting between them quickly, 
but by allowing them to actually 
interact on camera together. 

“I found that with Alive & 
Kicking, Jason Flemying and 
Tony Sher had that same ability 
to really make sparks together. It 
was exciting to put them on cam¬ 
era and not rely on editing to get 
things going.” 

Meckler’s years in the theater 
have obviously taught her respect 
for the thespian art, and as a con¬ 
sequence, she wonders if her love 
of live performance disqualifies 
her from ever working on a big 
Hollywood flick. “The thing 
about theatre is that you put it all 
together before you get pressure 
to change things. But with film, 
the pressure to change things 
starts on day one. I’m not certain 
I could function in a system like 
that. I think I would always have 
to be working in a very idealistic 
art-house situation.” ▼

Nixed messages 

Good idea goes awry in ' Anthem'

H! t first glance, Anthem seems 
amiable enough. This two- 
'V m hour warts-and-all “Ameri¬ 
can Road Story” (per the subtitle) 
follows two women in their mid- 
20s, Shainee Gabel and Kristin 
Hahn, as they travel across the 
states asking citizens from every 
stratum of society questions like, 
“What person in history most in¬ 
fluenced you?” and “What does 
the American Dream mean to 
you?” The 28 interviewees range 
from the famous (Robert Redford 
and Willie Nelson) to the infa¬ 
mous (John Waters and Hunter 
Thompson) to politicos (George 
McGovern and Geraldine Fer¬ 
raro) to activists and heartland 
habitues (a wistful waitress and a 
gas station attendant who is wor¬ 
ried about his future). 

The first interview, with 
George Stephanopoulous, sets a 
kind of comic-absurdist tone as 
the filmmakers doggedly forge 
through the virtual firewall sur¬ 
rounding the White House. After 
passing through a stream of 
checkpoints and a bomb-sniffing 
dog, they find their man, who 
complains briefly about unfair 
media coverage of the president 
and then is yanked by an unseen 
Clinton into a meeting. The baby¬ 
faced, effete Ralph Reed, formerly 
of the Christian Coalition, proves 
even more elusive, and Gabel and 
Hahn have to settle for the head of 
a local chapter of the organization 
in Oregon. Thus the stage is set for 
something sorely needed in the 
national dialogue: a class-based 
critique of American society. 

Unfortunately, this critique 
never quite materializes, and per¬ 
haps it wasn’t really the filmmak¬ 
ers’ intention to create one. In an 
endlessly recurring overdub, they 
explain their plans and their mo¬ 
tives. They want to hear America’s 
“disparate voices,” find out if there 
is “anything that connects us,” 
“distill America into one collective 
voice,” and “find the American 
Dream.” Lofty aims these, but the 
result, based on the interviews, is 
only a partially digestible stew of 
home truths, pompous pro¬ 


nouncements, and cliches about 
how America is “still the greatest 
country in the world.” 

The most annoying and enfee¬ 
bling thing about this project is 
the constant intrusion of the film¬ 
makers into the narrative. They 
remind us again and again that 
this is their, not a, journey of dis¬ 
covery. Yet they seem too awed by 
the celebrities they encounter to 
uncover new truths about the 
American Zeitgeist. A tone of self- 
congratulation prevails: “Who 
knew we’d be with Hunter 
Thompson the day Jerry Garcia 
died ... or at CNN when the OJ 
verdict came in?” Well, who cares? 


This kind of ego-driven nonsense 
is easily accessible on tabloid TV; 
there’s no reason to make a movie 
about it. 

Their insistence on including 
truncated interviews (the one with 
Chuck D is particularly egregious), 
outtakes, bad audio, and jarring vi¬ 
suals is part of the film’s rough aes¬ 
thetic, but in repeated doses the 
strategy begins to grate. They seem 
surprised at the lousy food they 
encounter in America’s beloved 
heartland, appear enthralled by the 
self-created myth of the tedious 
Hunter Thompson, and most 
problematically, recite the same 
tired questions over and over to 
their subjects. There’s no particu¬ 
lar dialogue going on here, just 
Gabel and Hahn dutifully stating 


their queries, with the replies being 
interesting or boring depending on 
the person. Willie Nelson gives a 
brief, enlightening spin on the 
grim geopolitical realities of capi¬ 
talism, which the filmmakers an¬ 
swer with an uncomprehending 
“uh-huh.” Their parting comment 
that “Willie’s still such a babe!” 
shows the kind of lightweight sen¬ 
sibilities at work here. 

This is not to say that there 
aren’t amusing, insightful mo¬ 
ments. John Waters comically un¬ 
dercuts the film’s thesis when he 
says the “traditional American 
Dream would be my American 
Nightmare.” Robert Redford is 


persuasive in denouncing the “id¬ 
iocy” of America’s leadership, and 
Michael Stipe is quirky and funny 
in his attempts to reconcile a reli¬ 
gious background with his libera- 
tionist mentality. Studs Terkel 
takes a grandfatherly interest in 
the project and speaks eloquently 
about America’s capacity to “erase 
history.” Most welcome is his re¬ 
minder to both the filmmakers 
and the audience of the rude real¬ 
ities of American life for those 
who live outside this imaginary 
“dream.” ▼

or five people performing 15 to 30 
minutes each,” Simpson ex¬ 
plained. “The idea is that each in¬ 
dividual can only speak from his 
or her own experience of being 
black. From these glimpses we put 
together a mosaic, a portrait of 
who we are as a people. In 1993 I 
began to think that this might 
make a nice festival and started 
exploring that possibility.” 

Simpson said the Afro Solo 
Festival is designed to show 
strength in diversity. “We re inter¬ 
ested in showcasing local as well 
as national talent, especially the 
diversity within our community. 
For me, that means working with 
women and men, young and old, 
straight, gay, lesbian, bisexual, and 
the physically challenged.” 

The festival also stresses diver¬ 
sity of artistic means, and to that 
end Afro Solo IV will offer one of 
the most eclectic performance 
menus to date. Sure to be popular 
is Brian Freeman’s Confessions of 
Walter R. (Friday, August 22, 8 
p.m./ODC), a narrative adapted 
from a post-World War II re¬ 
search study of the correlations 
between physical traits and sexual 
identity. “What’s funny is that the 
person who is supposedly telling 
his life story is clearly lying,” Free¬ 
man said of the piece. “Ifyou’re 
black and you read this, if you 
have any sense about ‘us’ you can 
see right through it, that this is 
just some queen trying to get 
coins, someone who just told the 
researcher what he thought they 
wanted to hear. He makes up this 
whole life and speaks with an 
English accent.” 

Veteran director/writer/per¬ 
former Alison Wright is sure to 
turn heads with A Lesson Learned 
(Friday, August 22,8 p.m./ODC), 
an expanded version of her Skin: 
The Black and the White of It, pro¬ 
duced earlier this year by Luna 
Sea Women’s Performance Pro¬ 
ject. “The piece talks about the ex¬ 
perience of being an African- 
American lesbian faced with com¬ 
ing out and making choices about 
lovers,” Wright told me. “How do 
you identify? Do you identify as a 
strong black person? If so, then 
with whom do you sleep? How do 
you perceive yourself by the 
choices ypu make in a partner? Fi¬ 
nally, it’s about realizing that it 
doesn’t really matter whether it’s 
an African American or a Cau¬ 
casian partner, it’s really about 
what you bring to a relationship 
spiritually, mentally, and emo¬ 
tionally that matters.” 

Lovers of the dance won’t want 
to miss another of Afro Solo’s gay 
performers, dancer/choreograph¬ 
er Kevin Ware (Thursday, August

explore the challenges of finding 
a comfortable space in which to 
be both black and gay.

(Ware is also a dancer 
with Gary Palmer Dance Compa¬ 
ny’s Men Dancing 15, performing 
September 25-28 in Mountain 
View.) 


Jewelle Gomez 


In addition to the perfor¬ 
mances, Afro Solo IV will present 
a symposium at ODC on Saturday, 
August 23 (2-4 p.m.) on the role of 
art in contemporary African 
American culture. Jewelle Gomez, 
lesbian writer and director of the 
Poetry Center at San Francisco 
State University, will be among the 
guest speakers. “I think it’s kind of 
scary,” Gomez told me, “that two 
years ago I went to the Black Arts 
Festival in Atlanta and was on the 
very first panel that focused on 
anything queer. That’s pretty em¬ 
barrassing, but many African 
American arts organizations have 
attempted to be exclusionary in 
that way. San Francisco is the kind 
of place where queer people of 
color can be included in every¬ 
thing, and certainly an event like 
Afro Solo is playing a significant 
part in making that happen.” T

hen gay performance

Plenty of Dunaway , less of Cal I as in 'Master Class'

' he elegant woman standing 
center stage at the Golden 
Gate Theatre exclaiming 
“This is not about me” is the 
main character in Terrence Mc¬ 
Nally’s Master Class , but whether 
the diva in the spotlight is Maria 
Callas or Faye Dunaway is never 
quite clear. 

Ostensibly, Master Class is a 
dramatic recreation of the Juil- 
liard teaching sessions Callas con¬ 
ducted late in her career. McNal¬ 
ly’s love of opera, and of Callas 
specifically, means that the play is 
basically a fantasy come to life on 
stage: La Divina resurrected, 
cracking jokes, illuminating her 
career, and baring her battered 
soul for all to see. In the play’s 
Philadelphia and Los Angeles 
runs, Callas was played by the 
brilliant Zoe Caldwell (for whom 
the play was written), who picked 
up a Tony Award for her perfor¬ 
mance. Caldwell was followed on 
Broadway by Patti LuPone, whose 
rapid-fire delivery trimmed about 
20 minutes off the show’s running 
time. LuPone was followed by for¬ 
mer Designing Women star Dixie 
Carter. Now, Dunaway has 
snagged the role for the national 
tour and, in a canny business 
move, has also acquired the movie 


star with a reputation for being 
temperamental and demanding. 
It’s almost 20 minutes into the 
play before the audience remem¬ 
bers that the work is about Callas, 
not Dunaway. When the regal 
lady with the long brown hair 
snaps, “You think it’s easy, a ca¬ 
reer? Ha!” it’s hard to know which 
diva, Callas or Dunaway, is actu¬ 
ally connecting with the dialogue. 

Though Dunaway ultimately 
delivers an entertaining, engaging 
performance and a legitimate in¬ 
terpretation of the role, the audi¬ 
ence never once forgets who she 
is. Her cobbled Greek accent isn’t 
as clean as it should be, her dic¬ 
tion isn’t always clear, and the ac¬ 
tress’ emotional calibration al¬ 
ways rises to the same ecstatic 
level, whether she’s interpreting 
the lyrics of Lady Macbeth’s letter 
aria or lost in a reverie describing 
the abortion Aristotle Onassis 
forced her to undergo. It’s all the 
same hyperemoting we’ve seen 
from Faye before, from Network 
to Mommie Dearest , and it’s all 
the same color. 

Anyone who has seen Love! 
Valour! Compassion! or The Lis¬ 
bon Traviata knows Terrence Mc¬ 
Nally can always be counted on 
for a laugh or two. In this respect, 
Master Class does not disappoint. 
The play may be shallow, but 
there are some funny lines. Mc- 


must have a look. She picks out a 
gentleman in the third row and 
says, “You don’t have a look. Get 
one.” In between harassing an un¬ 
fortunately dressed, overweight 
student (Melinda Klump), diss- 
ing fellow divas Scotto and 
Sutherland, destroying, then bol¬ 
stering a young soprano’s (Suzan 
Hanson) confidence, and suffer¬ 
ing through some unnecessary 
comic business with a culturally 
deprived stagehand, McNally 
even has Callas paraphrase Yoda, 
the Jedi Master himself, when she 
says in her most teacherly fash¬ 
ion: “Try isn’t good enough. Do.” 

A major misstep on opening 
night occurred during Callas’ ses¬ 
sion with Tony, a cocky young 
tenor played by Kevin Paul An¬ 
derson. Anderson was not in 
good voice for this performance, 
and his “Recondita Armonia” 
from Puccini’s Tosca was less than 
stellar. The problem is that Tony’s 
singing is supposed to move 
Callas profoundly, so profoundly 
that she has no advice to offer 
him. She just wishes him well and 
dabs the corners of her eyes. But 
after Anderson’s aria last week, 
Callas just looked like a fool, 
trapped by a script working too 
hard to honor her genius. Direc¬ 
tor Leonard Foglia, who also di¬ 


rected the Broadway Master Class , 
has loosened his reigns on the 
production, and the result is a lax 
star vehicle that could use a dose 


of integrity. 

As entertaining as the play 
often is, and as fascinating as 
Dunaway may be to watch, the 
great failing of Master Class is its 
treatment of Callas. McNally’s 
love of the opera legend has set 
him on a course to explore what 
made her artistry superior to that 
of her colleagues, but genius re¬ 
sists pop-psychology probing. 
The best parts of Master Class 
occur when the sound system 
blares Callas’ recordings while 
Dunaway’s Maria explains how 
the lyrics relate to her frighten¬ 
ing, thrilling, emotional perfor¬ 
mances in the world’s greatest 
opera-houses. When the drivel 
about her relationship with 
Onassis interferes, the play comes 
crashing down. Already too long 
at two-and-a-half hours, Master 
Class could easily stand to lose 
these sentimental, emotionally 
false monologues. Perhaps Mc¬ 
Nally was attempting to create 
non-musical arias for straight 
theater? Music could only help at 
this point, but only if Dunaway 
doesn’t sing. Maria Callas de¬ 
serves better than Master Class. T

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Into the fire 

Sinead O'Connor live at the Warfield

"I will rise and I will return, the 
phoenix from the flames."

I ' 1 uch ink has been spilled 
” over the 20-year anniver- 
m If sary of the death of Elvis, 
but wasn’t he dead long before 
1977, and who really cares any¬ 
way? Newsflash — the real story 
last week was the magnificent re¬ 
birth of singing legend Sinead 
O’Connor at the Warfield. 

It’s been too many years since 
we’ve heard from Sinead. Let’s 
face it, this girl was really screwed 
over. Back in 1987 she was the 
darling of the music scene, her 
face splashed across the covers of 
countless rock zines. She was the 
brilliant young Irish singer who 
revitalized a tired music scene, ex¬ 
ploding like a rock ’n’ roll Joan of 
Arc replete with shorn head and 
major talent. To paraphrase a 
quote from a Joni Mitchell song, 
she stoked the starmaker machin¬ 
ery behind the popular song. She 
covered Prince’s “Nothing Com¬ 
pares to You,” shed a shiny tear on 
the famous video version, and 
made bundles of money for her 
record label. 

She had “the gift.” But unlike 
many of her contemporaries, 
Sinead’s musical endowments 
couldn’t be easily packaged. In a 
business dedicated to churning 
out product, product, and more 
product, Sinead was unpre¬ 
dictable. She was not afraid to 
voice an unpopular political opin¬ 
ion. Tough and volcanic, she wore 
“her look,” a shaved head, with 
fierce pride, refusing to be the butt 
of “baldy” jokes from inane talk 


show hosts. 

Then in 1992 she tore up a pic¬ 
ture of the Pope on Saturday 
Night Live and everything 
changed. Never mind that within 
her cultural context “il papa” was¬ 
n’t a pop icon but represented a 
force of oppression. O’Connor’s 
actions shocked millions — she 
was supposed to entertain, not 
provoke. Americans would have 
none of it, and almost overnight 
Sinead O’Connor became history. 
Ironically, the singer was reduced 
to tears when booed off the stage 
at a Bob Dylan tribute that same 
week — Bob Dylan , the man who 
sang about revolutions and hard 
rains. 

A hard rain did befall her ca¬ 
reer for a time. It seemed that the 
anger that had been but one part 
of the performer’s gift soon con¬ 
sumed her, and the press that had 
once sung her praises for it now 
spit her out. Several albums fol¬ 
lowed, mostly missteps with a few 
shining moments. And then 
motherhood. Which brings us to 
O’Connor’s current incarnation. 
Ironically, motherhood has re¬ 
vived the singer’s career, bringing 
a quiet strength and deepened 
morality to her work. In short, she 
has found her true path, and it is 
splendidly becoming. 

This was more than evident at 
the Warfield last week. Ramming 
through an hour-long set like “fire 
from Babylon” (a lyric from a re¬ 
cent composition), Sinead was 
red-hot. Defying critics, the singer 
has succeeded in reinventing her¬ 
self. She now has hair, and beauti¬ 
ful fine hair at that (her shaved 
head was ahead of its time, at least 
a full decade before queer clones 
and Demi Moore found it hip). 
Dressed in a chic, floor-length, 


blue satin dress, she looked every 
bit as glamorous as Nicole Kid¬ 
man at the ’97 Oscars (with a lit¬ 
tle bit of Winona Ryder thrown in 
for good measure). 

O’Connor gave an intensely 
personal performance, running 
through myriad emotions. From 
the haunting folk ballad “He 
Moved Through the Fair” to the 
reflective cover of Bob Marley’s 
“Redemption Song” to “This is 
the Last Day of Our Acquain¬ 
tance,” a piercing song of revenge, 
Sinead’s signature passion ignited 
the crowd; 

There were welcome flashes of 
the old Sinead — angry, frenzied, 
impatient, but eventually a more 
assured, focused, and mature per¬ 
sona emerged. Casting off the past 
with the opening number, a taut 
version of “The Emperor’s New 
Clothes,” O’ Connor at last shed 
her old skin and moved forward. 
This troubled journey is summed 
up best in her new song, “Petit 
Poulet.” 

Ultimately, O’Connor’s 
artistry captured the evening. Her 
new material consists mostly of 
ethnic Irish music filtered 
through a uniquely modern 
sound. Fuck Riverdance, this is the 
real thing, and it is lovely. Its hyp¬ 
notic power indeed roused this 
flock of devout thirty- and forty¬ 
something fans. O’Connor has 
one of the great voices in show 
business today, and her instru¬ 
ment was in fine form last week, 
rangey and clear. Her back-up 
singers for the evening were 
members of the opening group 
Screaming Orphans, women who 
were obviously moved by Sinead’s 
allowing their talent its moment 
to shine. The band, an impressive 
mix of both male and female rock 
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Sinead, sans hair. 


musicians and folk instrumental¬ 
ists, seamlessly blended tradition 
with cutting edge. 


Beyond dazzling musicianship, 
though, what impressed most 
were O’Connor’s lyrics, which 
focus on a mother’s search for 
love, goodness, godliness, identi¬ 
ty, and sanity in an insane world. 
Never stuck, forever challenging, 
her words reveal the soul of an 
artist as a human being. No pop 
hits here, but no matter. O’ Con¬ 
nor has shaken the shackles of op¬ 
pressive celebrity and trained her 
focus on things that really matter. 
Sinead’s genius, her living, 
fire-breathing phoenix, has in¬ 
deed risen. ▼

Dark star

Morrissey —Maladjusted (Mer¬ 
cury Records) 

n America, dissatisfaction is 
■ considered a pathology. In 

Japan, England, and other 
countries whose cultures accept 
dissatisfaction as a part of life, 
Maladjusted, British pop star 
Morrissey’s ninth solo album, has 
received glowing reviews. Here, 
however, most music journalists 
dismiss pop stars critical of the 
status quo. Hence the cold shoul¬ 
der given to Michael Jackson’s re¬ 
cent Blood on the Dance Floor, 
which includes lyrics that directly 
confront his demonization by the 
American press, and the simplis¬ 
tic “more morose Morrissey” in¬ 
sults flung at Maladjusted. 

Since forming The Smiths in 
1982, Morrissey has steadfastly re¬ 
fused to sing typical pop fodder. 
Instead, he tries to get at real 
truths about politics (“Margaret 
on the Guillotine”), earning a liv¬ 
ing (“Heaven Knows I’m Miser¬ 
able Now”), loneliness (“Last 
Night I Dreamt Somebody Loved 
Me”), and other topics using lan¬ 
guage heavily inspired by poets 
and playwrights like Oscar Wilde 
and the British kitchen sink dra¬ 
mas of the late ’50s and early ’60s. 
Morrissey frequently approaches 
lyrics as a film director, moving 
from close-up to long-shot, from 
himself to the world. As a result, 
his songs are extremely compli¬ 
cated and easily misunderstood. 

The theme of this album, per¬ 
haps Morrissey’s most autobio¬ 
graphical, seems to be aging. The 
singer is rapidly approaching 40, 
and many of the songs here reflect 
the contradictions that become 
apparent when you assess your 
life. Maladjusted begins with the 
line “I want to start from before 
the beginning,” and the title track 
attempts to explain why Morris¬ 
sey is who he is. He attacks the so¬ 
cial constructs that repulse him 
— masculinity, bureaucracy, ro¬ 
mance — and tries to reassure 
himself by singing in falsetto at 
the song’s conclusion, “There’s 
nothing wrong with you” over 
and over. “Trouble Loves Me” de¬ 
scribes the love/hate relationship 
Morrissey has with the dark cloud 
perpetually hanging over his head 



while 
throw¬ 
ing darts 
at the per¬ 
son who 
refuses to 
give him shel¬ 
ter. In “Alma 
Matters,” the 
album’s first sin¬ 
gle, he tells off critics and accepts 
responsibility for self-destructive 
behavior, yet still hopes that his 
actions matter to someone else. 

His sense of humor rears its 
head in “Roy’s Keen,” a tale of 
thwarted sexual desire full of dou¬ 
ble-entendres and clever rhymes. 
And the album concludes with 
Morrissey joking about self- 
loathing in “Satan Rejected My 
Soul” (the song ends with him 
pleading for anyone to “take it 
please”). You’re left with the im¬ 
pression of a man growing older, 
aware of being trapped in a para¬ 
dox: wanting to change but not 
being able to, waiting for someone 
to come to his rescue while know¬ 
ing that solitude is the human 
condition. 

Maladjusted is not perfect. The 
musicianship of his backing band 
is pedestrian. Only one song, 
“Satan Rejected My Soul,” in¬ 
cludes a memorable guitar 
melody. And the misfit track “Sor¬ 
row Will Come In The End,” a bit¬ 
ter diatribe directed at the judge 
who decided against Morrissey in 
a lawsuit involving former Smiths 
drummer Mike Joyce, should have 


been relegated to a single B side. 

But considering the album’s 
language and ideas, as well as 
Morrissey’s affecting vocals, Mal¬ 
adjusted is the most compelling 
pop album released so far this 
year. In a country where liking 
yourself is the most highly valued 
personal achievement and where 
intelligence is suspect, Morrissey 
obviously has limited mass ap¬ 
peal. Nonetheless, he deserves to 
go down in music history as one 
of pop’s few true artists. T

Candy Darling: My Face for the 
World To See; Hardy Marks Pub¬ 
lications, $29.95 

| op artist Andy Warhol’s 
Factory is perhaps most re- 
i! markable for turning no¬ 
bodies into somebodies. Warhol 
attracted ambitious misfits and 
put them to work in films, on 
paintings, and shepherded them 
around New York hotspots. Most 
of these instant celebrities, such as 
Heat costar Andrea Feldman, 
combusted in larger-than-life 
spurts of megalomania. But oth¬ 
ers, like transsexual Candy Dar¬ 
ling, left an affectionate impres¬ 
sion in the minds of filmgoers and 
other pop culture vultures. In 
1969, Lou Reed wrote a song 
about her. In 1987, The Smiths 
put her on one of their single cov¬ 
ers. And now, more than 20 years 
after her death, Darling’s former 
New York roommate Jeremiah 
Newton serves up a Candy Dar¬ 
ling memoir. 

Lovingly bound like a young 
girl’s diary, complete with lock 
and key, My Face for the World To 
See is a collection of photographs, 
letters, and excerpts from Dar¬ 
ling’s diaries. The loosely-con¬ 
structed narrative follows Dar¬ 
ling, nee James Lawrence Slatterly, 
from his youth in Long Island to 
his success in New York as one of 
Warhol’s satellites. Introductions 
by Newton, filmmaker Mary Har- 
ron, and Darling acquaintance 
Francesca Passalacqua put Dar¬ 
ling’s story in context, but the 
book isn’t so much a biography as 
it is a secret peek into the dreams 
of a ’70s cult figure. 

Slatterly’s youth will sound fa¬ 
miliar to many gay men who grew

up in suburban America during 
the ’50s. He stayed at home as 
much as possible to avoid antag¬ 
onistic peers and developed a 
vivid fantasy life fueled by old 
movies and gossip magazines. The 
diary excerpts here reveal a young 
boy obsessed with reinventing 
himself as a Hollywood leading 
lady. Many pages include detailed 
drawings of stars such as Marlene 
Dietrich, Judy Garland, and Bar¬ 
bra Streisand, some slightly mod¬ 
ified to incorporate Slatterly’s 
own facial features. 

It’s within these diary pages 
that Candy Darling was born. 
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Slatterly chose the name because 
he loved sweets. As a young adult, 
he bleached his hair and started 
taking the train into New York on 
weekends, applying makeup en- 
route. There, she met Warhol 
hangexs-on Jackie Curtis and 
Taylor Mead, who helped map 
her route to stardom. Her dream 
never quite came true — she 
never had money and her trans¬ 
sexual status made her a social 
outcast — yet she burned bright. 
Unlike most Warhol groupies, 
Darling could actually act, and 
she crossed over to legitimate 
theater. Darling was also very 
beautiful, with pale skin, large 
brown eyes, and thick eyelashes. 
Her pictured appeared in style 
magazines such as Vogue at a 
time when crossdressing was ille¬ 
gal in most parts of America. 
And Darling was serious about 
her career, avoiding self-destruc¬ 
tive drugs and priding herself on 
being a good person (her diary is 
full of self-improvement apho¬ 
risms). 

As Passalacqua writes in her 
introduction, “Candy lived a life 
full of fantasy. She had an image 
of what should be, what she was 
capable of being; but she was 
born in the wrong package.” This 
paradox is visible in many of the 
photographs of Darling repro¬ 
duced here: her eyes brim with a 
sad mixture of defiance and res¬ 
ignation. Darling hoped sex- 
change surgery would rescue her, 
but Candy was afraid her mascu¬ 
line emotions would nix the 
transformation. Tragically, she 
never got the chance to find out: 
her female hormone treatments 
caused a cajicer that killed her in 
1974. T 



Cries and whispers 



by Deborah Peifer 


Soul tfiss by Shay Youngblood;

irst novels are often a 

chancy reading venture — 
H inexperience frequently 
overcomes great promise. When 
‘the novel is a first-person narra¬ 
tive that covers the years from 
seven to adulthood... . Well, I’m 
sure you can understand my re¬ 
luctance to crack open this effort. 
More fool, I. Soul Kiss is an extra¬ 
ordinary novel, and Shay Young¬ 
blood forms her main character, 
Mariah, with such depth and soul 
that I suspect Mariah will eventu¬ 
ally join the pantheon of young 
girls coming of age that includes 
Scout Finch ( To Kill a Mocking¬ 
bird) and Francie Nolan (A Tree 
Grows in Brooklyn). Mariah’s story 
is that of a particular black child 
growing up in a racist America, 
but it is also a deeply moving tale 
of loss that universalizes as it par¬ 
ticularizes. 

Soul Kiss begins in 1968 with 
seven-year-old Mariah explaining 
the ways she and her mother, 
Coral, spend time together. We see 
immediately just how much they 
need and enjoy each other. Mari¬ 
ah’s mother teaches her to love 
words, to tell stories, to see beau¬ 
ty in all kinds of unusual places, 
and she protects her from the 
racism that is a daily part of their 
lives. 

But when her mother changes, 
becomes emotionally distant, we 
suspect, and our suspicion is later 


confirmed, that Coral is 
using drugs. Unable to 
care for her child, Coral 
places Mariah with 
great-aunts Faith and 
Merleen, who are con¬ 
siderably less than 
thrilled to have her. 

Mariah tries to under¬ 
stand this new new 
arrangement and to 
survive the aching void 
of her mother’s ab¬ 
sence. Her faith that 
Coral will come back, 
one that goes unful¬ 
filled, is painfully 
recorded. Over time, 
the three learn to tol¬ 
erate and finally love 
one another, but 
nothing can fill the 
loss of a mother. 

Desperate, Mariah 
searches for her fa¬ 
ther, a man she has never met, but 
who, she is certain, will help re¬ 
create the love and safety she ex¬ 
perienced with her mother. 

Youngblood is a writer of con¬ 
siderable skill who uses everyday 
metaphors to make remarkable 
observations. When Mariah first 
meets her aunts, for example, she 
tells us that “through the screen 
door Aunt Merleen looked me 
over like I was a spoiled ham.” At¬ 
tending church for the first time, 
Mariah experiences the pain of 
Christian hypocrisy: “Old ladies 
ooh and aah over me, patting me 
on my head and whispering 
words like shame and pitiful. “ In 
her nominally integrated school, 
Mariah soon discovers that “Spe¬ 


cial 

Ed is where they put the retarded 
kids with the kids who have trou¬ 
ble spelling, with the kids who 
scream all day, with the kids in 
wheelchairs ... with the kids like 
me whose spirit needs to be bro¬ 
ken. ...There are no white kids in 
Special Ed.” 

Soul Kiss is a richly evocative 
exploration of the ways that chil¬ 
dren try to survive the harm that 
an unthinking adult world inflicts 
on them. Youngblood writes with 
the lyricism of a poet and the at¬ 
tention to detail of a seasoned 
novelist. Her characters are indi¬ 
vidual and vivid, their lives mem¬ 
orable. Soul Kiss is a readerly de¬ 
light. ▼

Tranny manifesto

Sex Changes: The Politics of 
Transgenderism by Pat Califia; 
Cleis Press, $16.95 

H ft H ith Sex Changes , San Fran- 

* ' ' cisco sex radical, politico, 

and author Pat Califia is 
once again going where only a few 
lesbian writers have gone before. 
Her latest is a meticulously re¬ 
searched and reasoned collection 
of essays exploring, as the title 
states, the politics of transgen¬ 
derism, which Califia sees as the 
newest of the political movements 
spawned by the lesbian and gay 
political movements of the last 20 
years. Happily, Sex Changes tran¬ 
scends the usual clinical discus¬ 
sions we encounter today in books 
about sexual politics, and that’s 
largely because Califia has inte¬ 
grated her own story, and those of 
other real people, into these pages, 
giving definable, human features 
to a subject too often obscured by 
cliches. These are real women and 
men she’s talking about, who feel 
real pain and rejection, joy and 
rage. At the same time, Califia isn’t 
afraid to speak frankly about her 
own political growth and the dan¬ 
gers that narrow definitions of 
feminism wrought less than a gen¬ 
eration ago. 

“Nothing upsets the underpin¬ 
nings of feminist fundamentalism 
more than the existence of trans- 
s 'xuals,” she writes. Later, she con¬ 
fesses, “Ironically, my own history 
contains a period of (deep) trans¬ 
phobia ... When I came to San 
Francisco in the mid-’70s, I was a 
separatist. I had absorbed this sep¬ 
aratist philosophy because it made 
sense to me ... Eventually it be¬ 
came impossible to ignore the fact 
that if other separatists knew 
about my sexual fantasies ... I 
would be given the bum’s rush just 
as hard and fast as any transsexu¬ 
al ... I came to see sexual shame as 
one of the things that repress 
women and keep us from being 
autonomous human beings. And I 
began to extend tolerance to peo¬ 
ple who were not like me, includ¬ 
ing transsexuals, partly as a way to 
heal my own sexual shame. If I 
could learn to accept other people, 
perhaps I could reach a place of 
self-acceptance as well.” 

During those same years, Cal¬ 
ifia was writing Sapphistry, which 
propelled her into the national 
spotlight as a firebrand, demon to 
some, diva to others. Her books 
were banned, she was villainized 
— often by women who had 
never even read Sapphistry or any¬ 
thing else she’d written. Califia 


went on to make a name for her¬ 
self as a sexual outlaw. Today, she 
says that those pre-Sapphistry 
years jelled her political thinking 
about transsexuals and paved the 
way for Sex Changes. 

“I have a long-term interest in 
a wide range of cultural issues 
that bear on sexuality,” Califia ex¬ 
plains in a recent interview. “I’ve 
been an activist on the rights of 
transgendered people since I 
wrote Sapphistry in 1979. (One) 
thing that really peeved cultural 
feminists and separatists was the 
fact that I talked about sex reas¬ 
signment as a valid coming out 
process. I said that transsexual 
women are women, and if they 


more visible ” 

Visibility, Califia believes, is the 
key to undermining bigotry. “It’s 
really hard_to be a bigot, I think, if 
you are forced to deal face to face 
with the people you stereotype, 
which is why visibility is such a 
total political act. When Kate 
Bornstein goes on a TV talk show 
and sits there very demurely and 
smiles and there’s a little blurb 
under her that says male-to-fe- 
male transsexual, just the fact that 
she’s sitting there is like a bomb¬ 
shell — because she exists. You 
can’t ignore that reality.” 

Sex Changes is one of a handful 
of books currently in print about 
transgenderism and the lesbian

have lesbian identity they belong 
in our community; it’s up to us to 
welcome them and integrate them 
into our lives. That actually re¬ 
mains pretty controversial in 
many lesbian communities. 

“On a more immediate level, I 
became interested in writing the 
book because a few years ago I was 
involved in a relationship with 
someone who was a female-to- 
male transsexual, and that 
brought my feelings about this 
issue more to the forefront, got me 
to thinking about it in a more fo¬ 
cused way. I’d been reading things, 
having responses to them, not 
having a lot of luck persuading gay 
magazines to pay me to write free¬ 
lance articles about this material. 
So I decided that the only way I 
could do the kind of analysis I 
wanted to do was to write a book.” 

Visibility is everything 

Sex Changes traces the history 
of transgenderism through to the 
current political climate and the 
future of transgenderism. Writing 
about both male-to-female and 
female-to-male transsexuals, Cal¬ 
ifia examines the lives of early 
transgender pioneers such as 
Christine Jorgenson, Jan Morris, 
Renee Richards, Mark Rees, as 
well as activists Leslie Feinberg, 
Kate Bornstein, and others. “I 
think that the emergence of trans¬ 
sexuals as a community is partly a 
result of the gay and lesbian com¬ 
munities making themselves 
more visible,” Califia says. “If 
transgendered people become 
more visible and create a public 
discourse about their civil rights 
and generate a culture to enrich 
their lives, other groups will also 
take heart from that and become 


community. However, Pat Califia 
is a high-profile writer, not a 
transsexual, and she acknowledges 
that one of the complaints about 
this book isn’t that she wrote it, 
but that its existence underscores 
the dearth of writing by transgen¬ 
dered authors. “I think this com¬ 
plaint is very valid,” she says. 
“When are we going to see more 
books published by transsexual 
and transgendered authors? When 
is there going to be more accep¬ 
tance of that community and 
changes made to accommodate 
what needs to happen?” Califia’s 
book doesn’t answer those ques¬ 
tions, but it does thankfully raise 
all the right issues. T

Anti-gravity 

H is teacher Etta re Sottsass de¬ 
scribed the work of Japanese de¬ 
signer Shiro Kuramata as haikuj 
and Kuramata’s realized visions of in¬ 
teriors, furniture, and objects do in¬ 
deed transcend the material realm and 
aspire to poetry. The exhibition Shiro 
Kuramata 1934-1991, at SFMOMA 
through December 2, is a fine intro¬ 
duction to these fantastic, whimsical, 
yet rational and minimalist designs. 

Kuramata strove to dematerialize 
furniture. If the modernists stripped 
design down to its geometric basics, its 
functional forms, Kuramata took the 
process one step further, making 
forms as close to invisible as possible. 
He is quoted as saying, “We must try 
and think of a way to remove gravity.” 
In objects like the Glass Chair and the 
Blue Champagne table, surfaces do 
seem to float, unmoored to earth. In a 
Cabinet de Curiosite, shelves for one’s 
precious objects seem to float in their 
acrylic construct. 

The exhibit is installed for maxi¬ 
mum aesthetic impact. Five examples 
of one of Kuramata’s masterpieces 
greet the visitor in a row: they are 
chairs named Miss Blanche (as in “But 
you are, Blanche, you are”), with roses 
embedded in their otherwise transpar¬ 
ent acrylic seats and sides. The effect he 
was after: sitting on falling blossoms. 

One of Kuramata’s last designs, 
completed before his untimely death 
in his 50s, was for Laputa, a single- 
width, double-length bed which its 
creator described as a dream object. 
Installed here as the centerpiece of the 
Evanouissement— Goodbye My Friend 
section, the bed is surrounded by his 
Ephemera vases, elegant stem-like ves¬ 
sels, each containing a single flower. 
The effect is of part museum exhibi¬ 
tion, part memorial. 

Riding the wave of Japan’s postwar 
“bubble economy,” Kuramata was also 
commissioned to designs interiors for 
boutiques, sushi bars, and other Tokyo 
businesses. They are represented here 
by a selection of blueprints, sketches 
and photographs. ▼

/ ound could have been just 
another blood-drenched 
T' IP Mafia suspense tale, but the 
film’s hot lesbian affair introduces 
an element of sensuous romantic 
intrigue. Jennifer Tilly and Gina 
Gershon sizzle as the amorous 
neighbors who plot to take on the 
mob, in the form of Tilly’s 
smarmy husband, played to the 
hilt by Joe Pantoliano. 

While both actresses loudly 
trumpeted their heterosexuality 
to the press at the time of the 
film’s theatrical release, their love 
scenes together are extremely hot. 
Gershon, as a lesbian plumber, in 
her guinea T-shirt and black 
leather jacket, is an unapologetic 
dyke, and — surprise! — she gets 
to be the good guy.

Vince Vaughn is mem¬ 
orable as Mikey’s best friend, the 
slimy Trent, and Favreau’s antago¬ 
nistic encounters with answering 
machines is comedy shtick for the 
ages. 

Big Night, directed by Stanley 
Tucci and Campbell Scott 

This one isn’t queer either, but 
since it was ignored by the Oscars 
this year, I just have to mention it. 
Big Night features what was far 
and away the best screenplay of 


1996. An ensemble cast led by 
Stanley Tucci, Isabella Rossellini, 
Minnie Driver, and Ian Holm do 
a mating dance against the back¬ 
drop of two rival Italian restau¬ 
rants in ’50s suburban New Jer¬ 
sey. The central relationship, 
however, is the one between 
Tucci’s “secondo” and his broth¬ 
er, “Primo (Tony Shalhoub of 
TV’s Wings). As they prepare the 
meal of their lives, which may or 
may not save their restaurant 
from going belly up, the brothers 
are alternately bickering and lov¬ 
ing, and they are extremely sweet 
together. Big Night is a food 
lovers’ movie, one that easily ri¬ 
vals Babette’s Feast or Like Water 
for Chocolate.

Theatre. “DeLaria points up the 
shortcomings of others in the 
cast,” Evans wrote. “With this per¬ 
formance, the lesbian comic 
known mostly to gay audiences 
surprises with a talent for acting 
and singing that won’t likely go 
untapped again.” Hardly surpris¬ 
ing news, this. 

In a Sunday New York Times 
piece by Stephen Holden, direc¬ 
tor Wolfe says of DeLaria: “I had 
seen eight million Hildys, and Lea 
had the right quality of unadul¬ 
terated aggression that is also to¬ 
tally appealing. Hildy is the ulti¬ 
mate New Yorker: rude, hostile, 
with an opinion about everything 
on the planet, but still full of life.” 
That’s a fitting description of De¬ 
Laria as well. 

Decrying censorship 

Finally, fans of author David 
Leavitt should tune their TVs to 
Viacom Cable Channel 53 this 
Friday (August 22,10 p.m.) to see 
an interview with the writer on 
More Than a Mouthful: Queer 
Culture TV. Host David Van 
Chaney will interview the Lost 
Language of Cranes author about 
his writing; four years of writer’s 
block; and censorship in what 
Leavitt calls the “prudish ’90s.” 

Leavitt knows of what he 
speaks. You may remember that 
earlier this year, Esquire had 
bought the rights to publish an 
unabashedly queer excerpt from 
Leavitt’s novella The Term-Paper 
Artist , but then backed out at the 
last minute after homophobic 
suits from Chrysler Corp. threat¬ 
ened to pull advertising from the 
magazine (Chrysler also balked at 
advertising on the coming-out 
episode of Ellen). Since then, 
Leavitt has been quite vocal about 
the incident, frequently appearing 
on talk shows uttering tirades 
about the horrors of corporate 
censorship. More power to him. 

Whether or not Leavitt will 
discuss those unpleasant charges 
of plagiarism tossed at him by a 
now-deceased Stephen Spender 
remains to be seen. The show also 
features a revealing interview 
with award-winning lesbian film¬ 
maker Su Friedrich. ▼

DeLaria rules 

Variety’s Greg Evans says

each other and created a sense of 
group identity,” says Wright. “But 
then how do you reinforce that 
group identity? You turn around 
and say, ‘We are the inside and you 
are the outside.’ So even though a 
lot of these bear clubs or groups 
are on the margins, some of them 
perceive themselves as being the 
center.” 

Losing touch 

As with any social phenome¬ 
non that gains wide exposure and 
mass commercialization, bear cul¬ 
ture is in danger of losing touch 
with its original philosophy. 
Wright notes that the current 
vogue of bear media and products 
has drawn many new adherents 
who might not understand the 
cultural mission of earlier bear 
organizers. 

For instance, where bear cul¬ 
ture once strove to resist stan¬ 
dards of physical beauty, in many 
cases it has now created new ones 
of its own that are nearly as exclu¬ 
sionary as “the circuit.” Wright 
dubs the men who grace the cover 
of bear pornography “glamour 
bears,” the bear community’s new 
physical elite. And while bear 
groups overall have handled age 


opposition to dominant gay male 
culture, or simply aside from it, 
the phenomenon has gained a 
tremendous following in recent 
years. While Wright traces bear 
historyback a few decades, he says 
the bear scene only started taking 
off nationally in the late 1980s. 
Magazines like Bear and American 
Bear proliferate physical images; 
products like caps, T-shirts and 
pins help identify individuals; and 
social clubs and bars in nearly 
every city help bring bears togeth¬ 
er. Cyberspace chat rooms and 
national bear gatherings create 
community beyond geographical 
constraints. Bear visibility has 
grown so much, in fact, that 
rather than being sites for resist¬ 
ing the dominant imagery of gym 
culture, bear spaces now are often 
more celebratory of their own 
group than critical of another. 

“In this effort to carve out a 
niche for gay men who have felt 
excluded or not valued in the past, 
what has happened is that people 


issues well - recently 
incorporating younger 
men into a niche that 
traditionally rejects the 
idolization of youth - 
race is still an evident 
concern in the over¬ 
whelmingly white bear 
world. As bears achieve a 
higher profile, in maga¬ 
zines or marketing plans, 
the discrepancies be¬ 
tween the idealism and 
the realities of the subcul¬ 
ture come into greater re¬ 
lief. 

If some people whom 
Wright addresses speak of 
a bear “movement,” where 
is that movement heading? To¬ 
ward a network of separate spaces 
for bears, or toward integration 
and diversification of the gay 
community at large? There are, 
most likely, some bearish men 
who would enjoy the White Party 
in Palm Springs, but they don’t 
feel welcome in the crowd of 
buffed boys; similarly, there are 
more than a few young circuit 
queens who might be looking for 
a big bear daddy, but they don’t 
feel welcome in bear bars, either. 

Until now, the struggle has 
been to carve out distinct alterna¬ 
tive spaces for bears; now that this 
has been largely achieved, howev¬ 
er, the next step is unclear. With so 
many different ways for people to 
be bears, it’s difficult to predict 
what will happen and who will re¬ 
main once the current trendiness 


wanes. 

“We’re approaching a cross¬ 
roads where it will be time to have 
some conscious deliberate discus¬ 
sion about what people want and 
where they want to go with this,” 
Wright says. ‘We’ll wait until the 
dust settles down from the big 
floor show, the big spotlight, and 
move forward when there’s not so 
much pressure.” T 


Ursine explosion 

Les Wright dissects the bear phenomenon

0% lenty of attention has been 
|pP : focused recently on “circuit 
queens”: young gay men 
with buffed, smooth bodies 
whose lives seem to center on the 
gym and the disco. But while this 
visual image is predominant in 
gay media, from bar advertise¬ 
ments to Genre cover models to 
pornography, several alternative 
visions of what gay men can look 
like have arisen in response. Per¬ 
haps the polar opposite of circuit 
queens are bears, a longtime gay 
male subculture that’s been get¬ 
ting its own publicity of late. 

On a superficial level, bears are 
defined by their appearance: 
beards are standard; denim, 
leather, and flannel are the most 
common uniforms; and bears 


sumption that there is some 
monolithic group identity, which 
is not there. Some people claim 
it’s there, some people may even 
see themselves as part of some¬ 
thing like that, but it doesn’t real¬ 
ly exist.” 

Wright isn’t arguing that bear 
culture — or the “bear phenome¬ 
non,” as he calls it — is a mirage. 
Rather, he thinks that the phe¬ 
nomenon is large enough to en¬ 
compass many different mean¬ 
ings. For some men, being a bear 
means rejecting dominant gay 
male imagery as a political state¬ 
ment. For some, it means em¬ 
bracing a more “natural” appear¬ 
ance on a physical level. For oth¬ 
ers, bear culture combines a trib- 
alistic brotherhood with an em¬ 
phasis on nurturing, in a spiritual 
way. 

For many, too, “bear” simply 


sexuality, often overlap and in¬ 
termix. While leather is built on 
a foundation of deliberate arti¬ 
fice and role-playing, says 
Wright, bear culture often 
strives for a more “natural” ap¬ 
proach to masculinity. Bears, 
he says, may share certain 
characteristics with other gay 
subcultures, but they’ve his¬ 
torically remained outside the 
mainstream of gay cultural 
representation - and done so 
deliberately. 

“Most gay men who claim 
a bear identity are conscious 
of making a statement, tak¬ 
ing a stand against the main¬ 
stream norm, saying they don’t 
identify with it,” says Wright. 
“Maybe it’s because I reject it, 
don’t like it, feel rejected by it, or 
I’m just a completely different 
person who has no interest in it.” 

Whether bear culture stands in

tend to be larger or heavier than 
the average gym bunny. But for 
many, being a bear is about much 
more than facial hair or body 
type. It’s a way of countering the 
body fascism and attitude of the 
circuit queens. Bears create a 
community where emotional 
connection and sexual openness 
co-exist, a tribe of like-minded 
men who feel excluded from the 
muscle culture of the gay 1990s — 
for being too old, too heavy or not 
“pretty” enough - and instead 
create their own spaces. 

The Bear Book (Harrington 
Park Press) explores what it 
means to be a bear, but even the 
anthology’s editor, Les Wright, has 
a hard time pinpointing the inner 
essence of bears. Founder of the 
Bear History Project and assistant 
professor at Mount Ida College in 
Boston, Wright takes an analytical 
and academic approach in the 
book. But despite Wright’s cere¬ 
bral talk of the “indeterminacy of 
social identity” and the “semiotics 
of cruising,” he doesn’t offer a 
universally acceptable definition 
of a bear beyond a vague 
one-liner: “a gay man who is as 
comfortable being a man as he is 
being gay, and who has a good 
heart.” 

“Being a bear means different 
things to different people,” says 
Wright. “When we talk about 
bears, there’s this automatic as- 


describes the kind of man who 
turns them on sexually. There is 
no single definition that fits every¬ 
one — even the physical charac¬ 
teristics aren’t set in stone. As a 
label that men put on themselves, 
“bear” can mean anything — 
physical, psychological, political 
— that a bear wants it to mean. 

“Making the bear thing one’s 
own is wonderful,” Wright says. 
“It breathes new life into it and 
continues to transform it. Rigidi¬ 
ty is the death for any aspect of 
gay culture, or any culture. To be 
alive it has to grow and change.” 

Elusive definition 

For Wright, defining what a 
bear is not is simpler than defin¬ 
ing what one is. Bears are not 
“twinks” — the admittedly 
derogatory term for young and 
slender muscle queens. Bears 
don’t share their standard of 
beauty, rejecting it as ageist, racist 
and weightist. Bears also aren’t 
clones — the mustached, 
denim-clad, masculine cruisers of 
the 1970s. While bears and clones 
share related iconographies of 
masculinity, clone culture was 
more individualistic, detached 
and coldly sexual, while bear cul¬ 
ture is more communal and casu¬ 
ally affectionate. 

Finally, bears aren’t leather- 
men, although the two worlds, 
sharing a respect for age and overt
